DR. HU HARRIES, recalled to the Stand on his former oath, 


was examined by Mr. Brownlee, testified as follows: 


THE CHAIRMAN : Very well, Mr. Brownlee. 


MR. 


BROWNLEE: Dr. Harries, there were one or two 


questions that Mr. Commissioner Davies had asked 

you yesterday that you were going to clear up this 
morning. JI wonder if you would -- 

The first question was in connection with our source 
andthe application of the Fund Statement for the City 
of Edmonton and it was concerned with the, whether 

or not the utility taxation and franchise and property 
taxation on publicly owned utilities were shown in 

the oublic utility revenue or in the taxation revenue 
and the answer is that the franchise and property 


taxes are shown as tax revenue. 


MR. DAVIES EXAMINES THE WITNESS:

Does that mean under the heading of taxes or under 
the heading of public utilities? 

Under the heading of taxes, sir. 

That is the 5% tax and the franchise? 

No sir, that is the franchisetax. 

Is under taxes?

revenue includes the revenue taxes on the publicly

(Cont'd) public utilities, net designation, includes 
monies transferred by way of a revenue tax on publicly 
owned utilities and it includes surplus transferred. 
Now, the reason that the public utility figure is 
called net is because in the accounts as published 

by the Department of Municipal Affairs under the 
expenditure section there is an item called Public 
Utilities Deficit Provided and so what we did was 

to take the public utility surplus taken into revenue 
figure and deduct from that the Public Utilities 
Deficit Provided figure. 

What you mean is the street railway, because that 

is the only one that does occasionally have a deficit. 
Theat is-correct, sim. oo that: that, gives you.a net 
figure and, so in summary, the taxes include the 
franchise taxes and the surplus includes the revenue 
tax on the publicly owned utilities. 

The other question, in connection 
with utilities, I believe, was whether or not the 
item under expenditure, called Public Works Qut 
of Capital and Capital Expenditure Out of Revenue, 
included expenditure from the reserves for plant 
extension for.utilities and the answer is no, it 
does not include expenditures from that reserve. 
According to the City Council, in the year 1952, 

Mr. Harries, there was two billion, five -- two 
million, 564 thousand expended during 1952 on 
the five utilities. Of course, that was taken 
out of the public utilities reserve but there was 


two million, 748 thousand taken off revenue on

Q (Cont'd) utilities in 1952 and added to the public 
reserve? 
A Yes. 


Q That is on page 12 of the 1952 City Accounts. So 
it would seem, if that figure were written in, that 
figure of expenditure that was charged against revenue, 
capital expenditure charged against revenue, amounted 
actually to more than all the other figures, of the 
5% tax and the reserve and the amount that was trans- 
ferred to the reserve fund and the franchise tax so 
it was more than double that from utilities, wouldn't 
it? 

A Oh, yes, what happens actually is that the money 
comes from revenue to equipment reserve but they are 
always overspent currently on the reserve for 
plant extension because the budget for a certain 
capital expenditure and then they look to this 
year's utility profits to pay a substantial part 
of the capital spending so that while theoretically 
the money goes from utility surplus to utility 
reserves the utility capital expenditure, in matter 
of actual fact, it really goes from the ,capital 
expenditure almost comes first and then they look 
to the profit in the year to pay for it, that is 
the way it actually works. 

Q Well, actually, Mr. harries, to adjust this table 
for the year 1952, to be correct, under the item 
revenue we would have to add from the public utilities 
the sum of two million, 748 thousand dollars as per 


page 12 of the City Reports for 1952 because that 
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Q (Cont'd) was the amount that went in, came off of 
revenue and went into utility reserves and on the 
expenditure side,to make this table correct, public 
works and capital expenditure out of revenue, we 
would have to add to that the amount withdrawn from 
the public utilities reserve, which was two million 
56k. thousand dollars. 

A That is correct, but it would be my belief that if 
you set it up in that way that you should also set 
Upea, depreciation charge on: your utilities. That is, 
if you want an accurate statement of the utility 
earnings. What I am suggesting is that you should 
cost it out in the way that you do privately owned 
public utilities and that would have to include 
some statement for depreciation and some interest 
charges against what is admittedly a rather small 
present capitalization of utilities. 

Q Well, you know, Mr. Harries, that under the, in 
each public utility's statement that there is an 


item called maintenance? 


A Yes. 

Q And that is charged up to revenue? 

A Yes. 

Q So, doesn't in fact the maintenance item,on all 


these public utilities, that is charged against 
revenue, doesn't that actually take the place of 
the normal depreciation item? 

A Well, it could but there is no reason why it should. 
I will put it that way, because if, for example, 


these, your maintenance item bears some reasonable

it could be the equivalent of depreciation but 

you ordinarily look to the maintenance as being 
around 3% of the assets, two to 3% of the assets 
and depreciation as being, depending on the utility, 


somewhat higher than that, admittedly not very much 


higher on some kinds of utilities. 


MR. ROBISON EXAMINES THE WITNESS: 


Q 


Well, in that regard it wouldn't be feasible to 
equate maintenance and depreciation because main- 
tenance would be a reasonably accurate forecast for 
the year of what you are likely to have to spend but 
on the other, you would have to set up your costs 

on the basis of reproduction or replacement and then 
depreciate it. i cannot see any relationship between 
maintenance and depreciation whatsoever. Where, supp- 
osing that you set up your utility on a two million 
dollars, whereas in fact on a reproduction basis 
there were 15 million dollars, there is where you 

get into trouble with that. 

Well, I get into trouble in thinking about these 
utilities, in trying to separate out, what you might 
call ordinary public utility principles of accounting 
and the rather hodge-podge accounting that the City 
employs. To my mind and with the greatest respect, 
there is, there are two distinct ideas here in conn- 
ection with these utilities, one idea is that they 
are a service at cost and the other idea is that it 
is, they are an adjunct to the tax base. Now, if 
they are an adjunct to the tax base it seems to me 


that you can almost condone any arbitrary accounting

(Cont'd)procedure that you wish, provided that the 
end results are what your policies require.Il m not 
saying that policy is right or wrong but from the 
accounting standpoint that is the way it appears to 
me. 

Well, the second idea, namely 
that you should have service at cost would require, 
I think, strict application of public utility 
accounting to these and totry, unless you decide 
that either one or the other procedure is desir- 
able, well, then you just get into difficulty 
trying to compare a statement drawn up for one 
objective with what the statement might look like 


if it was drawn up for another. 


MR. DAVIES EXAMINES THE WITNESS: 


Q 


One thing certain, Mr. Harries, must be this, on 

table six that this table doesn't begin to represent 
what the utility patrons in Edmonton paid in tax 
dollars and this table doesn't measure the actual 
contribution, properly and accurately, of the utilities 
to the tax structure in Edmonton, as at present pre- 
pared. 

Well, based upon the financial statements of the City, 
it fairly and accurately represents the contributions 
of the utilities. Now, I am not prepared to say that 
the statements, all the financial statements of the 
City are not correct. 

No, but when I can point out to you, Mr. Harries, 


that the City of Edmonton, in 1952, took over two and 
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(Cont'd) a half million out of revenue from the 
utility patrons in Edmonton and expended that to 
capital expenditure and there wasn't any allowing 

for that as being a tax burden then I don't think 
this statement giveSan accurate picture. Now, do 
you agree with me or not? We won't press it any 
more. 

Well, to the extent that there are notoffsetting 
items of capital expenditure of two point some odd 
million dollars that is correct but I think there 
may be some substantial items that could be charged 
against the utilities if you ‘are going to cost them 
out properly. 

Let us suppose you cost them out propoerly and you 
charge the depreciation,where do you put the money 
deducted from depreciation, it is going to get into 
that utility reserve again, that is right, isn't it? 
ciate Le correct. 

Then it is going to get out of there again, isn't it? 
That 4s oorrect.. 

So if it goes in there it is available and gets back 
out again and hasn't been taken off the people so all 
we are arguing about is the question of cost account- 
ing on utilities, isn't it, the method of accounting? 
No, I would like to think it is just a little more 
basic than that because what depreciation appears as 
a Pee and not aS a revenue and we are talking about 
what is in essence a net revenue transfer from the 


utilities, at least that would be my conception, sir. 
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Well, I think that you both understand one another 
anyway. Jt know this two and a half million here is 
the taxes, the taxpayer in Edmonton paid it and they 
Maveshomeros credit. for sit. 

I suggest, sir, though, for example, the overhead 
cost of these utilities doesn't apvear on the state- 
ments at all. 

BLACKSTOCK: No, but haven't they done what is 
usually done in municipal accounting? They charge 
up as depreciation the amount of retirement of the 
bonds each year. 

Depreciation is based upon the capital, upon the 
balance of outstanding debentures issued and doesn't 
bear any relationship to capital, that is correct. 
ROBISON : Nor to actual depreciation? 

Nor to actual depreciation, physical depreciation 

is defined as loss in the service value of an asset, 
Chavis correct. 
BLACKSTOCK: That is to be replaced by current 
maintenance? 

Yes, less current maintenance. 

ROBISON : It is quite an inaccurate assumpt- 
ion, in my opinion, to relate real depreciation to 


the kind of depreciation that we are talking about.

BLACKSTOCK ELXAMINES THE WITNESS: 


No, that is usual, that is quite understood in mun- 
icipal accounting.

BLACKSTOCK: If you look at the accounts, I 
haven't seen them for some time but my recollection 
is that there is an item written off as depreciation 
and yet it appears on the other side of the account, 
the itentical figure.

I think that would be a splendid idea unless they

MR. DAVIES EXAMINES THE wITNEoS: 


Q And if they are going to be used as an adjunct to 
the tax base Mr. Harries, do you think the people 
are entitled to know how much the tax is? Don't you 


think that I, as a utility owner, when I go to pay

(Cont'd) my water bill and electric bill or water- 
works bill that I should know what the taxes are to 
be? I am just arguing with you now as a matter of 
principle. 
That, La night. 
And this method that we have at present, that has 
grown up, because the City was short of a tax base 
and had to start taxing the people, the patrons 
of the utilities, has grown up, because of a short- 
age of tax base in the City. My objection to it 
is simply that as a utility owner I haven't any 
idea how much my tax is. This is a hidden tax and 
I think it is desirable, in taxation, that people 
should see what taxes they are paying, then poss- 
ibly they won't want the garbage man to come twice 
a week and this way nobody knows and 1 haven't seen 
any, responsible civic official here in this City, 
and I didn't see one in Calgary who could tell us 
what percent theywere making. Now, the only utility 
you have to leave out of it on that basis would be 
the street railway; take the other utilities and 
give service at cost and then, put a tax on if you 
need to, a tax base, let people see what is on their 
bill so that they know what they are paying. Wouldn't 
you think that is a more systematic method of handling 
it? 
I think that is an excellent suggestion because, 
take the street railway, the major component of 
cost in the street railway is what it pays for 


power and I say by increasing, or decreasing your

(Cont'd) power rate to the street railway by one 

or two mills you can show the street railway oper- 
ating at a deficit and I will almost go so far 

as to suggest that if you were selling power at 

cost to the street railway, in the City of Edmonton, 
you could come very close to having five cent fares 
again. JI mean it just, 1t just makes the thing 
completely un-realistic because all your costs and 
revenue allocations are arbitrary. No one know, 
heavens, you can spend months on these records and 
Still you have to go to one of the Commissioners to 
find out precisely where does this money come from, 
you just don't know. 

Do you think further, Mr. Harries, when utilities 
come to be a vast scheme of taxation it is pertinent 
to ask what the incidence of taxes would be, we do 
know-the ineidence of income tax because it is ‘on 

a certain graded scale, we know the incidence of 
excise tak, the incidence of sales tax, you know the 
incidence of most of these taxes because they are 

a certain percent. Under this system who could come 
here and tell me what the incidence of taxes on

MR. MOFFAT: I think there was one statement 
there that some comment should be made on and that 
was the suggestion that by reducing the electricty 
charges to the transit we could do something that 
would allow the five cent fare. The total amount 
of charges of electricty to the transit last year, 
1953 year, is shown as 88 thousand dollars. Now, 
suppose that was even cut in half, that would only 
be 40 thousand dollars out of a gross expenditure 
of transit shown as 3 million and something over 
so that any reduction of the electric charges on 
the part of the total operation of the transit is 
a pretty small part. 

MR. DAVIES: Look, Mr. Moffat -- 

MR. MOFFAT: There shouldn't be any implication 
that the charges, the difference of a mill or two 
on the charges there will make any real significant 
result as far as the transit is concerned.

Didn't they spend years to get 
the basis there? 

MR. MOFFAT: I presume you are asking me that 
question. J was in the very middle of those neg- 
otiations and they were carried on in the midst of 
a very violent public political controversy in the 
newspaper and they, the basis of the taking over 
really was the price at which the shares in common 
stock could be bought of the existing company 
taken into the Provincial control on that basis 
and then the more or less arbitrary obligation, 
and certain ones to the city and certain ones 
to the province on, shall we say, a horse trading 
basis as to the breaking up;but the taking over 
was primarily related to the price st which the 
common shares could be bought. 

MR. BLACKSTOCK: Who took them over? 

MR. MOFFAT: The province took them over in 
the first instance and then they allocated certain 
of them -- 

MR. BLACKSTOCK: Can you imagine, following up 


my question to Mr. Harries, can you imagine any 
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MR. BLACKSTOCK: (Cont'd) private company buying out the 
city utilities, even on the basis you speak of, 
knowing that it would be under the regulations 
which I have just indicated? Can you imagine 
anyone buying. 

MR. MOFFAT: Oh, no, at the time we were doing 
this thing in Winnipeg we made a thorough survey 
to see what was going on and the trend was all the 
other way, there are only one or two cities left 
wheré private enterprise is conducting these util- 

in the direction 
ities and they are moving very rapidly/of all be- 
coming municipal. Primarily, I think, because of 
the federal income tax, one of the very important 
factors, and there is some other factors as well. 
One of them being this possibility of raising 
revenue because under the old concept, and I say 
this with respect to Mr. Blackstock, the concept 
which you just set forth,which I would call the 
old public utility concept that you are restricted 
to a return on the capital originally invested. 

MR. BLACKSTOCK: Yes -- 

MR. MOFFAT: You can't operate with the price 
rise that we have had because that won't return 
nearly enough money to re-invest in replacement 
or new capital and the result is somebody has to 
raise the new capital and the only way you can 
raise new capital in a private company or a mun- 
icipal company is by taking it out of your, by 


taking it out of rates and putting it into reserve 
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MR. MOFFAT:(Cont'td) in order to have it when the time 


comes that you need replacing. 


MR. BLACKSTOCK: How old must a concept be to be 


called new. 


MR. MOFFAT: I would say the shift which has 


come because the price level has risen by approx- 
imately 75% in the last ten years so it is things 
which have had to be taken into account because of 
the difference between the cost of plants built 
pre-war and in the early stages of the war as against 


the cost in new plants. 


MR. BLACKSTOCK: i don't quite agree with you, 


Mr. Moffat, for this reason, that the dollars in- 
vested concept was adopted in this Province in 

1921, that is why 1 ask you how old must a concept 
be before it is new. Now, where I would differ 

with you is this: that if you procedon the basis 

of an original cost less depreciation as opposed 

to a reproduction cost less depreciation the proper 
place to provide for the differential that you speak

MR. MOFFAT: It can be done either way, that 


is true enough, the main point is you have to provide 
for it out of earnings, either one place or the other, 


yes. 


MR. BLACKSTOCK: But the incidence on the consumer 


is not as great if you use the original cost and 


provide your differential in the rate of return. 
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MR. MOFFAT: That is true, but in either case 
the money does still come out of the rates for -- 

MR. BLACKSTOCK: Possibly 80. 

MR. ROBISON: Just to clarify one point, would 
the original cost be related to the change in the 
cost in the dollar. 

MR. MOFFAT: No, that is the source of the diff- 
erence between the two approaches. 

Mk. ROBISON: in other words, if it cost 10*thous- 
and in '2l and the dollar at that time was what, say 
ninety-eight and the dollar today is one seventy five 
you would still have ten thousand dollars in the 
company. 

MR. MOFFAT: Tad Le ca ent in terms: of the 
Suggestion of Commissioner Blackstock that would be 
the basis on which you would calculate your deprec-= 
iation and return on investment and then you would 
provide in the rate of return something extra to give 
them some reserves or surplus or whatever you wanted 
to call it, to be used to finance additional cost. 

MR. ROBISON: I would sooner pay my income tax 
to the Dominion Government, simpler. 

MR. BLACKSTOCK EXAMINES THE WITNESS: 

Q The only reason I raised the question is that I don't 
believe a public utility, any company would buy the 
city utilities at the price the city would want for 
them because thy know they would come under the 
regulations, that is the original cost concept. 

A It may well be, sir, that there isn't anyone that 


would buy them but as a suggestion the fact that they 
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A (Cont'd) would be under the public utility regu- 
lations, they would be just as well sold from the 
standpoint of the taxpayer, may well be wLUS 2 eed 
have in mind someone that wanted to get hold of the 
telephone system and so does anyone that has lived 
in Edmonton kut that is, I don't think, a matter that 
alters the theory of utility ownership. 

Dr. Harries, 

MR. ROBISON: Your whole point/in making that 
statement, was it not, that if the city did not 
use the utilities as an extension of the tax base 
they were better out from under it all together, 
isn't that what you said? 

A That is right, because if you don't use it as an 
extension of the tax base it seems to me that you, 
in a sense, force all the residents of the city to 
be investors in a public utility and maybe they don't 
want to be and so the alternative to that is to put 
it on a free market and if somebody wants to invest 
in the Edmonton telephone system, well, they do, 
that is the difference, at least the difference 
that appears to me, sir. 

Q MR. BLACKSTOCK: Well, I mentioned this for another 
reason, Mr. Harries, Dr. Harries, I beg your pardon, 
that your 34.2 mills in statement nine duly reached 
the only prominent place in the press that we dealt 
with, in matters we dealt with yesterday and I just 
don't want the same publicity without argument, to 
go out to the press today that Dr. Harries said that 
the city ought to sell, they ought to sell their 


utilities period, I think it is undesirable publicity. 
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MR. ROBISON: Just to support what my colleague 
has just said, in the Morning Albertan the only thing 
they have reported this morning is the fact that Dr. 
Harries said that if amalgamation took place the 
industrial assessment rate, mill rate, could be 43. 
Now, that is all they have picked up this morning 
and that supports my concern that we don't want to 
get these things started, reach the state that they 
Couldepe, that is just a possibility.

ROBISON: I am going to question you on that 


later but that is what they have in this morning's 


paper. 
MR. HAYES: That is Calgary.

MR. ROBISON: Is that correct, Mr. Brownlee, 
a typical rural subdivision? 

MR. BROWNLEE: I will allow Dr. Harries to answer 
it. Do you follow the question, Dr. Harries, or shall 
I ask you -- 

A tes, tiPsusor avi P think, we; there is no-magic-in 
the word typical, we can take it out. It is just 
the municipal costs of a rural subdivision. We 
picked Bailey No. 1 because it is pretty well built 
up and seemed to be the type of development that 
we could expect in a municipality. Now, the matter 
of difference between exhibit 174 and exhibits 180 
in the matter of assessment was raised yesterday. 
Exhibit 174 is a statement of the assessment as it 
apveared on the assessment rolls for 1954. Since 
that time there have been buildings completed in 
Bailey subdivision and people moved in, so what we 
did was, for the purposes of this statement, take 
the situation as at the end of the year so that we 
would have the assessment lined up with population 


and the taxes noted as 4¥1398.02 were not actually 
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A (Cont'd) the taxes, paid taxes, paid were about 

$900.00 but this is the taxes that would be paid 

at the twenty-five dollar -- with the increased 
assessment that has come in there in the last six 
months so in order to be current on the thing we 
calculated the taxes, the taxes paid at the 25 mill 
rate and we did the same with regard to municipal 
revenues, other than taxes, which is a municipal 


payment. 
MR. ROBISON EXAMINES THE WITNESS: 


Q Dr. Harries? 
A Yes. 
Q Subdivision costs, there are many subdivisions where 


the owners of the subdivisions pay the costs, are 
these costs allocated as against the municipality? 

A Well, these are, this represents a distribution 
of municipal costs on a per capita basis withthe 
exception of public works and the school charges, 
these are current operating costs, they are not 
sapital costs, Sir. 

A Oh, thanks. 

MR. DAVIES: Would you go one step further, 
just for the record, and say how many miles from 
the existing boundaries this subdivision is? 

A Hight miles, sir. 

MR. MOFFAT: Possibly you might mark it on 
the map upon the wall so we know where it is. 

A It is eight miles from the existing boundaries. 

MR. MOFFAT: I thought it was your last section 


on the map. 
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a) 


MR. ROBISON: Is it just this side of, just west 

of Bold Lake? 

A The southwest half of the southwest 30-52-22. 

Q Leslie McGann, is that the 80 acres there, is that 
Bailey No. 1? 

MR. MOFFAT: it is your last section on the map 

there, right on the east side. 


Mh. ROBISON: H'mm-h'mm.

A The number of wage earners in this subdivision Le 
sixteen and thirteen of those wage earners, or 
approximately 80% of them are employed in the city. 
Three of them are employed in the municipal district 
and our survey indicated that all services in food, 
clothing, in fact shopping generally was done in 
Edmonton. Thirteen of the sixteen homes that were 
constructed under V.L.A. or D.V.A., three of them 
constructed privately and at the date of the survey 
there were two homes that were completed and there 
were eleven homes that were not completed although 
they were all occupied. We also asked the reason 
for moving to Bailey No. 1 and the most usual reason 
appeared to be that they liked the idea of an acreage, 
a garden and so on. Number two was that the V,L.A. 
scheme made ownership possible; number three was 
that taxes were reasonable, costs were lower;and 
number four was that it was better for their children, 


What school would the children attend there?

A They attend "Y¥" school at Boggs Lake and Salisbury 


High. 
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Q How far would they be from those schools? 
Mk. MOFFAT: Isn't there a new school being 


built in the subdivision this year’ 

Mk. ADAMSCN : Right on the subdivision, just 
immediately east there are 80 acres, that is the 
junior High which will take the place of the old 
ny school. 

A I would suggest that Exhibit 180 does indicate that, 
that subdivision development of this kind and the 
cost,.operating costs tend to exceed the tax revenue 
that would obtain from the subdivision and that 
consequently subdivision development constituted 
a burden upon a rural municipality and in as much 
as the occupants of the subdivision are predomin- 
antly employed in the city it represents a burden 
that the municipality bears for educating the 
children of the neople who work in the city. 

Mk. DAVIES: TUS analogous to the residential 
tax base as compared to schools in an urban area? 

A tbat is correct, sir. That is all I have to say on 
that. 

MR. BROWNLEE BXAMINES THE \ITNESS: 

Q While you were last in Lhastern Canada, Dr. Harries, 
I understand you obtained certain information in 
connection with the annexation procedure in the 
Sarnia area and I would like you to give some 
comment on that. 

A That is correct. JI was instructed by the Municipal 
District of Strathcona to visit some of the placesin 


Ontario where annexation proceedings had taken place 
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A (Cont'd) or where they were about to take place 
and for, I spent some time talking to people in 
Ottawa and Brantford and Sarnia and Hamilton essen- 
tially. There were, there was one thing that struck 
me in the case, in connection with the Hamilton ann- 
exation, or , pardon me, the Sarnia annexation and 
that was that the original application of the City of 
Sarnia had been to annex the industrial area of, 
which lay to the south of the city and in the township 
and the Ontario Municipal Board had turned down that 
application and that in, they had accepted the sugg- 
estion of the Council for the township that the mun- 
rerpa lite orsthe runal ee a which requested 
that the industrial area, acs quasi urban devel- 
opment around Sarnia be taken into the city so that 
there was an example where, from a particular munic- 
ivality an attempt to take only the industrial assess- 
ment had been turned down in favour of accepting the 
suggestion of the rural municipality itself, namely, 
that the assets, or what we might call the liabilities 
as well as the assets be taken in. In connection with 
the Brantford annexation it was interesting to me 
to have it drawn to my attention by the, I believe it 
was the Secretary of the Town of Brantford, that it 
was the provision in the Ontario Municipal Act for 
payment of compensation to an area from, which there 
had been annexation, I believe it was more than 15% 
of their assessment and, 1 should say, that in discussing, 
in a very brief way, the subject of the problems of 


annexation with the people down there that 1 was struck 
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A (Cont'd) by the fact that there was no analogous 
situation to that which exists in Edmonton. 
Ce iaaielyy 
In Ottawa,/it wasnt] think in 
Hamilton, nor in Sarnia, nor in Brantford could one 
say that there was a situation, such as existed here. 
I think those are the only comments that I would make 
Gn thats sir. 


MR. ROBISON EXAMINLS THE WITNESS: 


Q What would be the major difference then, Dr. Harries? 

A Well, the thing that struck me, for example, about 
the Brantford case was that there you had the city 
completely surrounded by suburban developments, 
completely, and which used the city water and sewage 
facilities; fire facilities, otherwise there was 
a case which,I think, is typical in annexation pro- 
ceedings where the urban core was providing services, 
and lL am speaking of municipal cervices, to the surr- 
ounding area and the surrounding area could not exist 
without the, that provision of services by that 
central core. Well, now, I have never believed that 
to be the case in Edmonton because of the physical 
layout, if for no other reason, the same, the same 
thing might be said in connection with the City of 
Ottawa to the extent that it has, the river forced 
all development to the south and to the east and to 
the west. The thing that struck me about Ottawa 
was, even with the capital plan everything else, 

completely 

you still had Rockliffe Village as s2/ independent 


unit and you still had Eastview as a completely 
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A (Cont'd) independent unit, both surrounded by the 
City of Ottawa so that I was, I was impressed by the 
fact that there was not an analogy down there, 
there was nothing analogous to the situation, as l 
see it, that we had in Edmonton. 

Q I would be interested in hearing your comments about 
Sarnia. You say it was not analogous either? 

A No, I don't think it is because there, once again, 

the development of the fringe was completely depen- 

dent for services upon the central community and --

MR. BLACKSTOCK: Because we are givingto service the 
Beverly, Jasper Place and as to water to the municipal 
erro? 

A That is right. For, not for any, for only, as lI see 
it for, because of the fact that the City pollutes 
the river, that there is no economy in serving those 
areas from the centre of the City, in fact there is 
a diseconomy. 

MR. DAVIES: Dr. Harries, if 1 understand, from 

what you say, that, like, the urban centre of Sarnia 

was actually managing the municipal services beyond 
its boundaries and taking away Sewage and delivering 
the water or was it merely taking the sewage off the 
township at its boundaries and delivering the water 
to the township at the boundaries and then were the 


lines from the Sarnia's boundaries an independent 
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(Cont'd) operation of the township, just in the 
same way, while you could sell water to the M.D. of 
Strathcona you sell water to Beverly,from Edmonton 
andto Jasper Place where the City of Edmonton main- 
tains the management of those lines and so on, that 
is purely a form of an agreement? There is a diff- 
erence from-- 

A That.is correct. 

MR. DAVIES: There isn't any suggestion then in 
what you say that the City was doing anything other 
Ebates unetoonming upeto Lbs. boundaries: 

A hat. 1h correct. 

MR. BROWNLEE: One other question, Dr. Harries, lI 
refer you to page 38 of the Brief of Strathcona. 

MR. MOFFAT: I wonder, Mr. Brownlee, would you 
mind if I interrupted just a second? 

MR. BRONWLEE: No. 

MR. MOFFAT: I wonder if Dr. Harries would care 
to comment about what he was just talking about in 
relation to page 31 of your brief where you have 
material in there about what a good idea the district 
of Hamilton had: “Information obtained by the district 
is that Hamilton has traditionally proceeded upon 
the assumption that the City Saree an area 
already built up, but on the other hand should annex 
just ahead of indicated requirements." I gather from 
that that that was the kind of program that Strathcona 
was advocating, so 1 wonder how that would reconcile 
with what he just said? 

A If that is a question I am afraid I don't understand 


it, Mr. Moffat. 
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Q All I am asking you is that if you would comment on 
that sentence at the bottom of page 31 in relation 
to the material you have just been discussing. 

MR. BLACKSTOCK: To put it another way, how many 
bites do you take off the cherry? 

MR. MOFFaT. tee. 

A Well, 1t says the city feels that the advantage 
of this possibly outweighs any small advantage that 
might come from annexing large areas which would, 
for some time, remain essentially rural in character. 

MR. MOFFAT: 

No, the sentence before that is the one I mean. 

A Well, I think that ey ce orate approach, 

Q In other words the suggestion is that you would 
take these areas over before they developed them. 

A I think if you wanted to take them Over. .yes,. much 
in the way that the City of Ldmonton has proceeded 
in connection with two or three limited annexations. 

THE CHAIRMAN : All right, Mr. Brownlee, 

MR. BROWNLEE LXAMINES THE WITNESS: 

Q Dr. Harries wasn't the situation in Hamilton that 
there were a very large number of very, Comparatively 
small areas taken into the city so, developed up to 
pretty well up to its boundary and then a small area 
was annexed for future needs? 

A That is correct. 

Q And that small area would then be pretty well developed 
before another relatively small area would be taken? 

A That is correct. 

Q That is correct. In other words, am I not correct in 


my understanding that im Hamilton's case there was 


not an annexa tion of a very large area which might not 
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Q (Cont'd) be devdoped for a number of years? 

A That is right although they are faced with the problem 
now, because 1 understand if they seek to annex any 
land to the south of the city, any more land, they 
have been told that they are going to have to take 
down to,what do they call it down there? The town- 
Ship line or the concession line I think they call 
it, yes. They are going to have to go right down to 
the concession line. 

MR. ROBISON: The concession line. The only dis- 
tinction we have to keep in mind, I think, on the basis 
of the discussion yesterday is the problem of normal 

growth and the problem of abnormal growth. Do you 


agree with that? 


A Yes, I don't think the City of Hamilton has grown 
at the same sneed as Edmonton. 

MR. ROBISON: 

Q No, in other words, the City of Hamilton is faced 
with more or less normal growth where possibly Edmonton 
may be faced with abnormal growth, at least on the 
basisof our discussions yesterday. 

A That is right, there is abnormal growth here where, 
no one can deny that. 

MR. BROWNLEE: Well, now, the final question I 


wanted to ask you, Dr. Harries, relates to nage 38 

of the Strathcona Brief where we refer to, I am sorry, 

I am not sure of the page, however, there is, there is 

considerable discussion about the problem of assessment 
imbalance and I want to know your general comments 

on it as to the significance of imbalance in per cavita 


assessment in various municipalities. 
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A Yes, page 36. Well, my view, sir, is that there 

is some desirable ratio between residential and, 
on the one hand commercial and an industrial assess- 
ment on the other, such as what is needed to be able 
to orovide muricipal services to its residents at 
a cost which is not excessive. I do believe, however, 
that comparisons as between the balance that may exist 
between various cities have a limited validity because 
of the difference that may exist in assessment. proced- 
ures.and in the percentage of assessed values and 
Edmonton has a tax comparative in many other things. 
I think that it is significant to compare trends within 
a, over the years, within a particular urban area of 
the assessment ratio that exists and there isn't any 
question about it, as has been shown by Mr. Hodgson, 
exists, and indeed , as we pointed out in fifty-one 
that the commercial industrial ratio in Edmonton is 
going down and to the extent that there are not com- 
pensations themselves, as abroad fact and your tax 
base makes more difficult your financing problems. 

We have given in the brief, on page 
30537 and 38 several Suggestions as to what must be 
considered in dealing with this problem of an 
assessment imbalance. 

I would put some emphasis on the 
second item on construction activities in the city. 
In a period of rapid growth where a large proportion 
of your economic activity consists of instructions 
one would expect that the assessment ratio would be 


no less favourable if the construction activity is not 
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A (Cont'd) fairly evenly split between residential 
and commercial.Construction in Edmonton, while we 
have enjoyed a period of tremendous construction 
activity there has been a considerable amount of 
institutional construction and there has also been 
a considerable amount of construction outside the 
City, not only in the municipal district of Strath-— 
cona but in the surrounding area and that has drawn 
labour from the City of Kdmonton so that as long as 
the annual rate of new construction continues, at 
or near the present level you can expect some change 
in the assessment ratio. Now, I don't think this, 
by any means, accounts for all of your problems 
that you are worried about, in 1951, I still am 
worried about the extent, the fact that there has 
been a permanent shift in this ratio but there was 
a tendency I think, to read into our 1951 state 
the suggestion that the industrial activity in 
Strathcona was eee of this assessment imbalance. 
It most certainly was a contributing factor but what 
we have in mind then was not so much this activity 
in Strathcona as the activity throughout the general 
area including Leduc and Redwater and those places. 
There is the question in my own mind as to whether 
if there had been no industrial activity in the 
Municipal District of Strathcona, that if those 
plants weren't here there would have been a great 
deal of changes in the balance that existed under 
those hypothetical conditions as compared to the 


balance that now exists. 
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A (Cont'd) I think that one of the reasons 
that leads me to the conclusion that there wouldn't 
have been a great difference, it may have been two 
or three percentage points, as much maybe as thirty- 
three percent, the difference is the fact that the 
industrial promotion, that has been used by the City 
of Edmonton, hasn't been particularly successful and 
to that extent it is part of the reason for this im- 
balance, must rest as a responsibility of the City. 
Now, there is no reason to suppose that this won't 
catch up with itself, in fact I am going to make the 
comment about the large installation like that shop- 
ping centre in the West End that is going to add a 
large contribution to the commercial assessment and 
it is premised upon that residential construction 
that is already taken place. So, that, while there 
has been a shift I don't think that one can minimize 
the importance of it, there are these other factors 
which should be considered in attempting to assess 
the real impact of the change and probably that such 
a change will become permanent. Once again I refer 
to the situation in Sarnia where their assessment 
ratio within the last year; two years, has deterior- 
ated and I talked about that matter with the City 
Assessor down there and he rather felt that the 
construction phase was significant and in fact that 
is where I got the idea that with an expanding 
community that a large part of the activity devoted 
to construction is where kdmonton gets its imbalance. 


Those are the only comments I wish to make on that. 
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Q Well, Mr. Chairman -- 
MR. ROBISON: Might 1 just clarify -- 
Mh. BROWNLLE: 1¢63.. 


MR. ROBISON EXAMINES THE WITNESS: 


& 


Perhaps, for the record, one question that crossed 
my mind, arising from something Dr. Harries said, 
you said, as I remember it, that the Edmonton indus- 
trial promotion was not too successful with regard to 
attracting industry here. The question that I want 
to ask you is did the, whose industrial promotion 
attracted the industry to Strathcona? Who is re- 
sponsible for that? Did kdmonton make any contri- 
bution, did Strathcona make any contribution, did 
the Province make any contribution or was it 90% 

of it the initiative of the companies who settled 

there? Would you answer, give us some information 

about that, in view of what you just said before? 

A Well, I don't like to say anything, sir, with regard 
to the biggest industry that located in Strathcona 
other than to suggest that the industry came in here, 
not as a result of any local activity at all. My 
understanding is that it was not the City nor the 
Province, eee iyeiened that company's attent- 
ion to this, to the possibilities in Alberta. 

Q Or Strathcona? 

A Oh, no, not Strathcona. And so that, as regards to 

the other companies that are there, I think it could 

well be said to be a combination of provincial and 
company activity. Now, certainly the initial idea 


for location in Strathcona didn't come from the 
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(Cont'd) Municipal District of Strathcona because 

the Municipal District of Strathcona has not conducted 
any activities seeking to interest industry but once 
the industry has given its, has indicated its intention 
of settling there why, I think they have swung into 

the thing but as far as advance publicity is concerned 
there hasn't been any. 

Is it a fact or not a fact that the industrial depart- 
ment of the City of Edmonton contributed in any way to 
attracting industry to this area, including Strathcona? 
Oh, they might have in some small way, but I don't think, 
I don't think they have been, they haven't been a fac- 
tor of any significance, as a matter of fact the rail- 
ways are possibly the most competent as far as any 
industrial location in Alberta, the railways 

have an extremely efficient operation from the stand- 
point of attracting industry and the Province, I would 
suggest, are the next most efficient. They are attrac- 
ting industries to the Edmonton area, that is the way 
they put it, is it not? It is the Edmonton area 

that railways talk about? 

Well, the C.N. publication is talking about the Edmonton 
area but not any more than the C.P.R. talks about 

the Calgary area. 

Well, I am not thinking about Calgary at the moment, 

we will get into that later. It is the Edmonton area 
they are talking about. The City hasn't done anything, 
the City has made no contribution in attracting indus- 


try, major industry here, in your opinion? 
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A I wouldn't say no contribution but it has been 
a very small contribution, I don't think I would be 
fair to say no contribution, they may have made some. 
Q Maybe 2%. 
MR. BROWNLEE: iy. Chairman, that is all for the 
direct examination and I would like to file two 
more exhibits at the present time. The first one 
is the Judgment of the Alberta Assessment Commission 
in the Appeal of Canadian Chemical Company. 
THE CHAIRMAN: That will be 181.

THE CHALRMAN : It is not your thought, Mr. Brown- 


lee, that these should be read into the record, 
merely taken as exhibits? 

Mh. BROWNLEEL: I think they merely might be taken 
as exhibits, sir, they are quite lengthy, I had no 


intention of any direct examination or discussion 


of them. 
THE CHAIRMAN: No. 
MR. BROWNLEL: I merely supplied them for the 


information of the Commission. 
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MR. HOBISON: Not much we could do about it in 
any case, is there?

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you very much. That has 
completed Mr. Brownlee's direct examination. Did 
you want to raise any other general questions before 
the break? 

BROWNLEE: No, Mr. Chairman, other than that 
it is the thought, I felt probably it might be more 
satisfactory to the Commission and to my friends

THE CHAIRMAN : Yes. 

MR. BROWNLEE: But I felt that rather than remove 
Dr. Harries from the stand and bring him back it 
might be more logical to have him cross-examined now. 

THE CHALKMAN : That would be my own personal view, 
is that agreed then? Mr. Brownlee, Mr. Blackstock 
calls my attention to this that if you put the Reeve 
in the stand and then he needs to get information 
from the Secretary then he, these replies, he must 
adopt the information given him by the Secretary as 
part of his evidence, is that agreeable to you? 

MR. BROWNLEL: Yes, I understand that, Mr. Chairman. 

THE CHAIRMAN : That is agreeable to you. Very well, 


now do I understand then, Mr. Moffat that on our return 


at five or six minutes after eleven that you will proceed 
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(Cont'd) with the cross-examination?

I would like to know if the 
Commission wishes to proceed or shall we wait and 
let them have their bit? 

MR. BLACKSTOCK: From my point of view the City 
should cross-examine first. 

MR. KOBISON: Agreed. 


THE CHAIRMAN: Yes, that covers everything that

we have, that is all, I think, is that agreeable 


to you. 
MR. DAVIES: Yes. 
MR. HAYES: Yes. 
THE CHAIRMAN: Very well,we will now take our 


recess until ten minutes past eleven and then 
Mr. Moffat begins his cross-examination. 
(At this point the Commission 


adjourned until 11:10 this 
same date and reconvened.)

Do you have any information as to other people in the 

area that are not on subdivisions, in other words, 

an estimate of the total population in the Strathcona 

area that is shaded on Exhibit 144? 

A Well, that is people not on subdivisions, but who 
would be included in the enlarged city boundary if 
the City of Edmonton proposal is accepted. 

Q Yes, do you have the total estimate of what that 

population is? 


A We would be very glad to get one, I have not one at tlk 
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A (Cont.) moment. 

Q You see, in Exhibit 100, and again in 171, I had to 
have an estimate of that figure, and, I showed it 
on Exhibit 171 as eighteen hundred and forty five, 
now, 1 would like to know whether that is a pretty 


good guess, or a long way off, or what is -- 


MR. BROWNLEE: What was that figure again? 
MR. MOFFAT: 1845, now, that might be quite a way off, 


or it may be a fairly good guess, and I don't care 
whether we have it to the last one or two people. 

MR. ROBISON: Well, now, does that include the subdivision 
property? 

MR. MOFFAT: That would include the subdivisions and 
everything in the area. 

A Well then, as I understand it that is precisely 
the question you asked a moment ago, you asked a 
moment ago for the population other than in subdivisions, 
does 1845 include subdivisions? 

Q Yes, I have from 174 wmt’s on the subdivisions, and 
if I had the other I could add it up to check against 
the overall figure. 

A Could we have the figure for the subdivisions, if you 
have it calculated? 

Q As we calculated it your subdivisions which are 
located in that area, would contain. Well, put it 
the other way, the subidivions outside the area 
contain 206 people, and you show a total of 1,074, 
which would leave 868 on subdivisions inside the area. 

A All right sir, we will try and get that information. 


Q Now, another point that I think we should establish in 
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(Cont.) the minds of the Commission fairly quickly, 
is the story with respect to the development around 
the Campbellton area, how many people in and around 
that area now, how fast is that developing, is that 
another question you can give us information on, 
or who can get that information. 
Well, are we speaking about the Campbellton site, 
you see, when you say around the Campbellton area, 
that could include, I mean, how far do you want us 
to go? 
I mean around the area there, the subdivisions, 
shall we say four, or five, or six sections of land 
immediately adjacent to the Campbellton area. You 
see the thought has been advanced in the brief, that 
the Strathcona would be left with a substantial 
problem in these fringe developments lying outside 
the proposed boundaries, and, I think we should 
fairly quickly establish how big is that fringe 
problem, how many people are involved, and where 
are they located, so that we know what we are talking 
Anais (eae you give us that or who would? 
We could certainly give you the figures for the 
six sections around the Campbellton site, although, 
I would like to say Mr. Moffat, that we have 
suggested that there will be a problem now. But , 
more concern is the possibility that presents 
itself in connection with subdivision development. 
Yes, but you see the thing when I added up #xhibit 174 
and I found there were only 206 people there who were 


outside the area. That immediately brought to my 
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Q (Cont.) mind, now, we are talking about the 
hypothetical situation. Now, out of those two 
hundred and six, my figure would indicate that about 
100 of them are in between The Salisbury school, 
and the Campbellton site, and that means if that 
area was dealt with, there would only be 100 people, 
and we would be dealing with the problem, of 100 
people in relation to a total population of 225,000. 
Now, if those are the kind of magnitudes we are 
dealing with, we have got a different problem, from 
what we have, we have a very big problem, that 
should be clarified fairly early. 

A Yes, it might be somewhat the same relationship as 
a number of people who work in the M.D. of Strathcona, 
as compared to the total population of the area. 

Q That is right, we need to know how the magnitudes 
are, whether we are dealing with something that 
represents 10% of the total, or 2% of the total, 
or one tenth of 1% of the total. I wondered if 
we couldn’t get those points clarified fairly early, 
possibly by you bringing information in Monday 
morning? 

A I certainly will do my best to get that information 
sir. 

Q Well now, I wanted to clarify right at the outset, 
the capacity in which you are appearing before this 
Commission. I think everyone is familiar with your 
qualifications, and background. Mr. Brownlee put 
them onto the record in the beginning, that you are 


a fairly highly qualified economist, carrying on your

Q (Cont.) profession in this area, not just in 
Strathcona, so that you represent one of the best 
informed people in the whole Edmonton area as to 
what is happening in economic development of the 
area. Now, in what capacity are you here. Are 
you here to say, give your professional opinion as to 
what's happening, or are you here to state the policy 
which the Strathcona council would like to see happen, 
or, are you going to attempt to do both and to 
differentiate, sometimes I say one, sometimes on 
the other? 

A No, I am not wearing two caps Mr. Moffat. The 
policy statement from the Municipal District of 
Strathcona comes from the Reeve or the council. 

I am presenting my own views, as you will undoubtedly 
realize the brief that has been presented in the name 
of the Municipal District of Strathcona, represents 

a very small 
a joint effort. I was responsible for/part of 
it primarily the statistical part of it, to the extent 
that there are questions in connection with the 
statistical part, I would do my best to answer them. 
But, I do not wish to be understood to be answering 
policy questions, with regard to the Municipal District 
of Strathcona. 

Q But, you are prepared to give your own opinions as 
to what would be a good policy on the basis of your 
economic and other past experience, is that correct? 

A That is correct, I am under oath as a witness. 

Q Well, now, the first question that I wish to discuss 


with you on that basis then, is your opinion as to 
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Q (Cont.) the growth of this area. You are familiar 
with the growth that has happened in the past. To 
what extent do you think that growth is likely to 
continue? 

A Well, with the greatest reluctance sir, I have got 
to admit, that I have been notably unsuccessful in 
predicting the growth of large cities. I have some 
very good company in this deficiency, but, nevertheless, 
I have referred specifically to the population estimates, 
the growth estimates given by the Petroleum Natural 
Gas Conservation Board in their interim report issued 
in 1952, and, I think that to the extent that there 
are population estimates made by myself on public 
record in two or three places, that I intended to 
underestimate the growth in urban centres. 

Q That is what I was going to ask you, would you agree 
that has been a tendency in the past, not only yours, 
but everybody else*s to underestimate the rate of 
growth? 

A Yes, there is no question about it. The published 
figures cantt leave you with ey ineneee tom But; 

I think that we have to be careful to avoid what 
Mr. Hodgson suggested the other day, might be the 
Pek tarke o/c uae: officials in the city to assume 
this thing is going to go on forever. I don't know 
of any technique that will enable you to estimate 
the population growth for a particular area with any 
accuracy, even up to a five year period, because, 


quite obviously mathematical techniques, development 
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(Cont.) in exponentials, and so on are no 
assistance. I think it is generally agreed, and 
I believe Mr. Gertler said this also; that the 
best way to predict growth, is by analogy with areas 
which have somewhat the same kind, bundles of 
resources available to the population. But, here 
again, it is very difficult to find areas which 
have precisely what Edmonton has, or what Calgary 
has « 
I would like to swing you off, just population, 
I want to talk industrial growth as well. What is 
your view as to the probable future of industrial 
growth of the area. I don't mean the city, I mean, 
the area say, ten miles around the downtown part of 
the city? 

the 
Well, my view on/industrial growth, is, then it will 
not be nearly as rapid as it has been. I can give 
you one or two reasons for thinking this. With 
gas export, there will be created a necessity for 
absorption plants, and stripping plants from certain 
areas where the gas will be drawn from. The first 
source of gas for the eastern pipe line, first off, 
will be sent from Medicine Hat, where you are dealing 
with a relatively dry gas, and, there wontt be much 
of a problem there of "by-products". But, as 
I understand it, the major source of gas for Kastern 
transmission will be Pincher Creek, and areas like 
Pincher Creek, where you have very very high volumes, 
and Be end you have the problem of drying the gas 


to get it to pipe line specifications, now -- 
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Q How does that relate to the growth here? 

A Well, in the course of preparing gasfor pipe line 
transmission, you are going to have a very large 
volume of, “by-products",butanes and propanes, 
natural gasoline. These, it is fairly obvious 
cannot be utilized in their direct state. The 
market for butane now is very very poor. It is 
all right for a few months in the winter, there is 
a problem of surplus butane right now. In the 
winter your propane market is all right, but in 
the summer you have a problem with surplus propane. 
Now, if you put on stream these products from 
Pincher Creek, you are going to have to use them 
industrially. Now, the logical, this represents 
the logical source of raw material for petro- 
chemical industry. In the same sense that Canadian 
Chemicalts source of raw materials for the petro- 
chemical section of their plant are now drawn from 
the refineries, and they also have a line in from 
the absorption plant at Devon; so, there would be 
in my mind a shift from this area to the areas where 
they will have gas export, so far as industrial 
location is concerned. Now, it doesn't necessarily 
mean we are going to get plants at Pincher Creek. 
It is conceivable for the next five years, the 
propane for example from Pincher Creek may feed 
down into the Pacific Northwest until the time that 
natural gas pipe lines come in there and saturate 
the market. That is a logical market for propane 


in its raw state, but, that can only go on for so 
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fonts so) muon . In the alternative, with butane, 
we can anticipate that the industrial use of butane 
for heat will increase. I did a calculation the 
other day just for interest, when the problem of 
converting the two city boilers from coal to gas 
was raised, and, I found, that, if butane is worth 
about two cents a gallon as a fuel, to power plant 
such as the City of Edmonton wants. So Soe 
now selling at about four cents, although as I 
suggested, there is a bad market situation. Most 
of the butane in this area actually goes out to 
B.C. Electric. As soon as you get natural gas into 
Vancouver, you will probably get that market,lose. 
that market, so that butane may be converted into 
industrial use for heat here. But, those are only 
poor uses of these products. The best use is in 
petro-chemical development, so, I suggest that with 
natural gas export to the east, you are likely to 
get a shift to the southern part of the province of 
petro-chemical development. Now, there is also 
going to be, of course, gas export from the Peace 
River block, and there again you are going to be 
faced with "by-products" so that, there may be a 
tendency for plants to go up into the Peace River 
block, and, that will be I suggest, a much more 
distinct possibility if you get the extension of 
the P.G. and E. from Prince George into the Peace 
River country, because right now from the standpoint 
of commercial distribution from Edmonton, we are 


getting put through the wringer, by a combination 
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(Cont.) rate over Prince George by P.G. and E. 
by trucking into the Peace River country. Today 
for example, you can haul groceries from Vancouver 
via rail, right to Edmonton and out to Dawson Creek 
at a dollar and fifty cents a hundred, and if you 
originate the groceries here in Edmonton, it costs 
a dollar and thirty-five cents to get them to 
Dawson Creek. The reason being, that the railways 
through Edmonton are meeting the combination rail 
and truck haul over Prince George into Dawson Creek. 
All I am suggesting is that as transportation in 
the north develops it may become more attractive 
to an industry such as C.I.L. polythene plant, or 
whatever the case may be up in that area with access 
to Vancouver, without this great circuity as you 
have today. So that, I would suggest, and I am 
sorry I am so long winded about this, but, I would 
suggest, that the industrial development in Alberta, 
may tend, because of the availability of raw materials, 
may ‘tend to diversify, and I think you will get 
a shift south, and a shift north, away from this area. 
I think it not unreasonable to suppose that industrial 
development in the-Edmonton area, will not proceed 
at the rate that it has proceeded in the past. Now, 
this isntt to say there are not going to be any 
more plants, that of course would be ridiculous, but 
I believe that there is a very distinct possibility that 
the huge development we have had in the last three 
years will not proceed. 


Well, let's get a yard stick against it, do you suppose 
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(Cont.) it is likely to slow down anything like 
the Canadian average, or, do you think it is likely 
to still go ahead faster than the Canadian average 
in this area? 
Oh, I would hesitate to say, for example, I am 
fairly sure that within the next two or three years 
you are going to get another refinery in the Edmonton 
area. 
Well, would you generalize it then in this way, the 
prospect is that the industrial growth will slow down 
from the most recent few years, but it will still 
continue to be one of the most rapid areas in Canada? 
nat is very difficult to’say Mr. Moffat. 
Have you any reason to think it wontt be slower than 
the Canadian average? 
Well, I have good reason to be very much concerned 
about the prospects for the next year or two. We 
are not getting at this time, we are not getting the 
development that we have had or anything like it, 
you see, you take the M.D. of Strathcona. This 
glass plant business has finally come out, and, we 
have got a small steel plant building in there, 
and I know of -- 
Isntt there another steel plant involved, in the 
planning stage as well, or steel fabrication plant? 
No, my understanding there are only two, there is 
a pipe plant, Edmonton Steel Fabricators, and then 
there is this Electric Furnace, and a little rolling 
mill that is going south of McColl-Frontenac. 


And two cement plants, one in there, and one in the 
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(Cont.) west end of the city within the next year? 
Well, the Inland Cement definitely will be coming 
into Stony Plain. This so called cement plant in 
the M.D. of Strathcona is nothing but a glorified 
storage house, and a little grinding mill. It is 
hardly justified by the name cement plant. 
You wouldn't want to be on record, saying, the 
growth of this area is likely to be any slower than 
the Canadian averagewould you? 
No,~l don*t think I would like to be on record. 
No, I dontt think so. Now, have you had a look at 
Exhibit 118E, that is the exhibit on population which 
emphasizes at some length, the age distribution 
of this population in the area? 
Yes, I have read this, and I thought it was a very 
good job, if you don't mind me saying so. 
Did you agree with the general conclusion there then, 
the age factor in this population alone, means 
that this city will expand very greatly in its demand 
for residential housing in the next few years, much 
faster than other cities of the same size? 
Well, in a sense, I think that is a reasonable 
conclusion, but, I believe you have to distinguish 
between what population growth which is going to 
result in greater density, and population growth 
which is going to result in spread. 
Let*s leave the density question, I was going to come 
to that in a few minutes. But, let's talk first 
in terms of total population. You agree that the 


total population is likely to go up faster than for 
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(Conte) - & corresponding city of this many people? 
Yes, I think that is a reasonable assumption. 
Now, you heard Commissioner Hodgson the other day 
talk about what happened at the end of the First War, 
or during and at the end of the First War, when the 
population moved out of this area. You heard his 
discussion on the land speculation and so on. Now, 
if there was a depression to come on us in this 
country in the next two or three years. Do you 
think that would have the same kindof effect this 
time, do you think the population would move out 
of the area, the way it did at the end of the First 


War, or during and at the end of the First War, or 


do you think there are some differences in the nature 


of the population in the alternative places to which 
they could move, which would tend to make the 
population stay here in any event? 

Well, I would think the population would stay here, 
although, I must confess I don’t recall Mr. Hodgson's 
evidence about the population moving out, but, 

I will accept that if he said it, I don't recall it. 
I don't know if he said the population, but he 
emphasized the speculation moved out, and if you 
look at the population figures you will see at the 
same period the people actually moved out, he may 
not have mentioned the fact that the people went 
out? 

Yes. 

But, do you agree, that the present situation is, 
that the most serious depression that could possibly 


happen, would probably not drive any people out of 
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(Cont.) the area? 

A I dontt see, I think a depression might drive some 
of them out, you may get a reverse of this movement 
that we have had over the past years of farm to city, 
I think that comes on every recession, that you get 
a movement to the land. I think as far as 
depopulation is concerned, that I would be more 
concerned with a decline in the industrial activity 
in this area, and the shift of a large part of this 
construction force to some other area, where 
construction activity is proceeding. I think that 
might be more a cause for, and, not a net migration, 
but a migration of population. 

Q Well, do you agree it might be a cause for a decline 
in the rate of growth? 

A Oh, yes. 

Rather than actually moving people out of the area? 

A Not a net migration, but a migration, which would 
result in a decrease in the growth rate by subtracting 
the number who came in from the number of people 
who went out. 

Q Do you agree that the main growth factor in the 
future, is likely to be a straight natural increase, 
arising from the very large groups we have in the 
fifteen to thirty age groups. That that would probably 
be the downward factor, and that factor is pretty 
much a permanent feature of this area? 

A Well, certainly judging from the size of families 
over the last ten years, that is correct. But, 


once again if you look back in the statistics you 
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A (Cont.) will see that the size of family has been 
a great variable, sometimes you get large families, 
and then if there is restriction on economic activity, 
you might swing over to the small family, and then 
it blossoms out forth. They think traditionally, 
in prosperous times you anticipate large families, 
and in times of recession you anticipate smaller 
families. 

Q But, isn't it true that the population that will be 
here in 1975, that is 20 years from now, the 
people who will be wanting houses, they are already 
here. Any change in birth rate isn*t going to 
affect the group who are going to be demanding 
houses in 1975, because, they are already here, 
they are either out in the Maternity Hospital or 
are in the pre-school groups already. That group 
is here, and that group is going to stay here? 

A Oh, well, I wouldn't go so far as to say they were 
going to stay here, some of them might move to 
Calgary. 

(Laughter ) 

Q That is correct, but not very much chance of them 
moving anywhere else, shall we say, in large numbers? 

A Not so far as we can see now. 

Q Now then, let*s go on to the next step. You were 
qualified by Mr. Brownlee on the basis of having 
done a great deal of work on the location of 
industry? 

A Well, I dontt want to, let's not overstress it 
Mr. Moffat. I have done some work on the location 


of industry. 
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= 3697 = 
Well, there was quite a list of plants which he 
read into the record? 
Well, I put them all in. 
A little advertising, now, suppose that for the 
moment we just forget about artificial political 
boundaries between municipalities. If you were 
advising a plant to locate in this area, where 
would you think you would most likely advise them 
to locate? 
It depends on what the plant is. 
Take most any kind of a plant. Take any sort of 
fabrication metal working type of plant, take that 
one first? 
If you take a metal working plant, I think they 
would be, I would advise them to locate within the 
city boundaries. 
Do you think you would be able to find a location 
for them in the city boundaries at the present time? 
It all depends what we are talking about, how many 
mene 
Well, something like the pipe plant that you were 
talking about a few moments ago that is coming into 
Strathcona, I don*t know what size it takes? 
Oh, I am sorry, metal working, I wasn't thinking 
of steel fabrication, metal working, I was thinking 
of something like Alco Machine Works, something 
like that. 
I was thinking of something a little bigger? 
You are talking about a steel plant essentially. 


Yes, ox construction shapes and that kind of thing. 
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(Cont.) Isntt there really only/place that they 

Can go in the area, or one general section? 
Well, they could go into Strathcona, or they could 
fo into Sturgeon, north of the river, or they could 
go into Stony Plain. I would advise them to go 
into Strathcona on the basis of there being two lines 
of railway in there, which they don't have north 
OLCene river. As a matter of fact, that particular 
problem did come up in discussing location with a 
steel outfit. The engineers said north of the 
river was the best location, and, recommended a 
Location north of the river and, after discussing, 
only this one problem of availability of another line 
of railway, they decided it would be preferable to go 
to the south side of the river, and that is into 
Strathcona. 
Yes, now, you mentioned another oil refinery, there 
is no question where that would go, or, do you think 
there is question which area it would go? 
I would think it would go in Strathcona. 
Why? 
Well, this particular case, because 1 happened to own 
some property there. 

(Laughter ) 

Because, they happened to own some property there, 
well, why did they get the property there? 
Because, I think that is a good location. 
That is what Il wanted? 
I don*t think there is any doubt about it. 
What types of industry would go anywhere else, except

And, did you ever see a city put its sewage plant 
anywhere but except down stream? 
Well, I have seen the city of Edmonton put one 
right in the middle of the city. 

(Laughter ) 
Yes, but isn't it, looked at from the point of 
view of engineering, there is only one sensible 
way to do it, that is put the sewage plant down 
stream, and then to serve into that from the most 
convenient area? 
Mr. Moffat, I am not competent to answer engineering 
questions, and I know Mr. Lawrence could help you 
to a much greater extent than I can. All I know 
is what I hear from Mr. Menzies. 
What do you hear from Mr. Menzies, let's have that? 
What do I hear from Mr. Menzies, I heard, that the 
City of Edmonton would be well advised to provide 
water to the Town of Beverly, that they would do it 
at a profit, and, it would be a very good business 
deal. 
Well, you didn't hear anything from him on this 
question, of what area would be most efficiently 
served, did you see the exhibit that was filed on 
that subject. I can't give you the number offhand, 
but it was an exhibit -- 
I am sorry I dontt -- 
It is an exhibit with a map, the area which could 
be served by water, and another showing what could 
be served by sewer, most efficiently and conveniently, 


they were in that group of maps? 
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MR. BROWNLEE; That is right, he didn't receive that 
because I went over to the city about a week ago, 
and they said they didn't have any copies, when 
we were making up our exhibits, so I haventt seen 
it Mr. Moffat. 

Q MR. MOFFAT: Now, we have done where the city will 
develop and grow industrially, now, we have covered 
where it would be convenient and efficient, and 
sensible from the point of view of location of 
services. Now, let*s take a look atthe point of 
view of residential, I think we covered this pretty 
well the other day. If you were planning a 
residential development, or, if you were looking 
for a house for yourself, if somebody else coming 
into this area in the next five years, and you found 
that the city was built up to the extent which it 
is now built up, what area do you think you would 
be most likely to want to go into? 

A Well, I had suggested before Mr. Moffat, that 
residentially the trend seems to be, the logical 
trend seems to be south, and west. 

Q Into what area, how far? 

A Oh, the University farm, and toward Whitemud Creek, 
down that way, and also out to the south. 

Q In other words, you would agree approximately with 
the boundaries marked on 144, in that area? 

A Yes, I think that that's, I think that is not 
unreasonable, I think I might have a tendency 
where that 640 is to pull it down a little bit 
that way, but, that is the general development I

Do you know what 640 is? 
Those I think are populations within the sections 
arentt they? 
That is right, so that at the present time they 
are down to those three sections, there are ten 
people living, according to the information we 
could get, now, are you suggesting those three 
sections should be brought in, in addition to what 
is already there? 
I am not suggesting they should be brought in, I am 
Suggesting that is the trend of development, 
residential development.

What about that as a residential area? 
ROBISON: I think it would be advisable for either 
one of you, to stand up at that map, so that we can 
see exactly what is being asked. 
MOFFAT: Well, I am asking him now, sir, about this 
area in here, across here, this area is the C.I.L. 
plant, this area, this area up to the C.I.L. plant, 


and this area in here to the north of the C.I.L. 
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MR. MOFFAT; (Cont.) plant to the top of the map here 
to the bridge, where it drops off to the Low Level 
Bridge, what about that area as a residential area? 
A Well, I can only give you an opinion as I understand 
it of the town planner, but, he believes that is a 


good residential area. 


O 


Isn't that, the one area which is a zoned residential 
on the existing district planning maps, which is 
not now fully occupied, or practically fully 
occupied? 

A Well, the Gity Land Department indicated there were 

twelve thousand nine hundred =-- . 

Q I didntt ask you what the City Land Department, I 
asked you what the District Planning Commission 
zone was? 

A Well, I was just going to say Mr. Moffat, inasmuch 
I am sure 
as/the city is not going against the City Planning 
zone maps, that there must be 12,900 lots that 
the District Planning indicated suitable for 
residential. 

Q On that twelve thousand lots, did you ask for the 
lots which are in areas which are zoned residential 
on the District Planning, or did you ask for all 
lots within the City of Edmonton? 

A I asked for the potential residential lots within 
the City of Edmonton. 

Q Well -- 

A Which I hope is what we got Mr. Moffat. 

We can discuss that one later, but, you agree this 


would be the logical residential development in the 
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man) 
(Cont.) fairly near future, is that correct? 
I don't think I would go east of 75th Street there, 
above the sewer plant. 
Up in here? 
165. 
That would be east of 50th Street? 
I am sorry, east of 50th Street, certainly up to 
50th Street is a logical residential area. 
Well, how much area is involved there? 
If L remember rightly there is, oh about, I think 
something of the nature of 850 acres. 
Would it be one full section here, and a half 
section, and part of a quarter which would be about 
1000 acres? 
A thousand acres might be -- 
And, might there be over in here about, say 200 acres? 
Well, I am sure we could calculate that, I would think 
there would be, it looks to me like a good, yes, 
I would think 300 acres probably. 
So that, in this area, there is something like twelve, 
maybe thirteen hundred acres of now zoned residential 
land, and, right adjacent to land that is already 
built up on the city side? 
Well, let*s distinguish between what is north of 
C.I.L., and what is west of it. Certainly there is 
according to the figures we have agreed on, one 
thousand acres of land that is zoned for residential, 
that is adjacent to the city, and my own opinion, 
and, you will realize it is a personal opinion, is 
the city is a little slow in annexing that, they 


should have annexed it and developed it. 
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Now, is that, let*s clear up on that, is that your 
personal opinion, or is that the opinion of Strathcona 
M.D.? 
No, I said that was my personal opinion. 
How many people are in there now about? 
The figure of 250 comes to mind Mr. Moffat, but, 
I am not at all sure about it. 
Would you agree with this if I suggested to you that 
the exhibit which you people filed shows 250 in the 
Subdivision right here,and 20 in the subdivision 
there, 56 on this full section on this corner, 
and a few other small ones scattered through the 
area. It would be about 400 people in that area? 
Well, unless my arithmetic is wrong it was 326. 
But, there is. a few others besides, the question I 
asked you was, do any others not on subdivisions 
in that area? 
Weil, as 1 said, 1 will try and get that information 
Lor you. 
Approximately how many would be in the area, any 
idea? 
I gave you my estimate as to 250, apparently I am 
light on the basis of your calculation from our 
figures, but, certainly I would be very glad to get 
you the information, there is no need to guess on 
things like that I am sure. 
Well, do you agree in terms of the general development 
of the area, that this area might suddenly, say in 
the next three or four years on a project basis, 


be fully occupied, and there might be as much as 
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#3907 -- 
(Cont.) twelve thousand people in there? 
if it is brought into the City? 
Lies ou oroueht into the city? 
Lieu eon, brought into the city, no. 
Well, now, I started this whole discussion, and I 
want to keep this whole discussion on the basis, 
we are not paying any attention to artificial 
municipal boundaries. I am talking about what 
would be a sensible development for the whole area, 
unless there are some artificial restrictions put in. 
Now, in terms of what would be a sensible development 
for the whole area, do you agree that the probable 
sensible thing is to put about ten or twelve thousand 
people in there in the next four or five years? 
Well, I have already said that I dontt agree there 
should be people north of the C.I.L. -- 
Well, all right, how many acres was that, there are 
Still one thousand acres left over here? 
Yes. 
All right, on that one thousand acres how many people 
would you say? 
Well, there could be fifteen thousand people there. 
I think that would be a good place to adjourn sir. 
CHAIRMAN: All right, and then we stand adjourned

ROBISON: Were you able to get the percentage of the

GARSIDE: And the next one is a summary of net results 

of operation of city utilities from 1903 to 1953. 

HAYES: i903) to 1953, 50 years. 

ROBISON: I wonder, is it possible to get that into the 

record, Mr. Chairman, do you think? it “is going to be 

difficult to handle. 

CHAIRMAN: What is your opinion Mr. Blackstock, do you 

think we will need that in the record? 

BLACKSTOCK: I wouldn't think so.

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THE CHAIRMAN: Now, I think Mr. Moffat you may proceed, 


DR « 


HU HARRIES recalled to the stand on his former oath 


examined by Mr. Moffat, testified as follows: 

Mr. Moffat, in connection with a question you asked about 

population in the Municipal District of Strathcona in 

the area that is proposed to be annexed to the City, the 

estimate of the secretary is that there are approximately 

1200 people in that area. 

You don't have the number of school children? 

No, I could enquire about that. 

We have been using the ratio:of one school child out of 

every four of the total population, and probably there 

is no reason that it would be any different there, is 

there? 

Not that I am aware of. 

Do you have the total population for the whole municipal 

di Sstrico? 

The only figure that we have is the 1951 census figure, 

Is there any reason to think that there has been a sub- 

Stantial increase since then, or no increase sincethen, 

or what would be the guess? 

Well, .it would only be -- 

DAVIES: Excuse me, Mr. Harries, there is a figure pro- 

vided for on the annual statement of each municipal- 
“ity as at December 31st, and that will no doubt be 

on that exhibit. 

It is there, sir, but that is the last census figure. 

I was going to point that out. I just can’t lay my hands 

on the 1954 statement. 

DAVIES: Is that the basis on which the province is 

paying the municipal assistance, on the old 1951 figures, 


Mr. Hawkins? 
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HAWKINS: Pardon me, the municipal districts dontt have 
the same formula as the cities and towns. There is no 
population involved in the Municipal .ssistance Act for 
municipalities. 
HAYES3 But the over all figure, the 46 percent rural 
is based on 51 cents. 
That's right, I have noticed that but on the municipal 
returns, for example, for the 1954, you take the Dominion, 
the estimated population or the Dominion census oh EL 
of the M.D. of Strathcona and use this figure 5,970 which 
is the 1951 census figure. Now there would be a deduction 
from that with regard to the residents of Terrace Heights 
who were annexed to the City. 
MR. MOFFAT: Well, I think if I could give a little 
evidence on that point, that that particular group has 
been deducted. I think the *51 figure was 7 thousand 
something, and the reduction is alreadyin that for that 
69. 
But there has been no addition, 
But what has been since then is what I was worrying about? 
We haven't got the figures. 
Well, is the impression of the Secretary Treasurer that 
there has been a substantial increase, or that that figure 
would be approximately the present figure? 
HAWKINS: There would be an increase, but I would say not 
a substantial. 
My own view, for what it is worth in driving around the 
district is that there has been quite an incréase in pop- 
ulation resulting from the occupancy of small houses on 
farms by immigrant families and so on. There is a lot 


of that, particularly within a radius of 10 miles of the 
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(Cont. ) industri al area. 
MOFFATs That would be in places not on the subdivisions 
where the information -- 
That's correct, and then there are the increases in the 
Subdivisions as well, you see. 
ROBISON: Would it be useful, or would it not, to apply 
the rate of growth in the City of Edmonton the percentage 
to the area in question? It would be contiguous, but 
would that provide a basis? 
MOFFAT s Well, you see, the great bulk of the population 
is not in this area. If there is 7 thousand altogether 
of which only 12 hundred are in this immediately adjacent 
area, then that leaves, say roughly 6 thousand further 
out. Now, there is no reason to think that the rate of 
growth would be the same out that far. It might be more 
or might be less. 
Yes, that’s right, but as you drive out Highway 16 or 
Highway 14 you notice a number of small residences second 
and third houses on farm sites, for example, at least I 
did, and those are very recent, and indicate, I think 
quite an increase in population growth for the area. 
Does the municipal district votes list give anything, 
has there been an increase in the number of names on the 
voters list? 
HAWKINS: That's hard to say. We don't have a voters -- 
each year we only have a part of the district on the 
voters list. It takes you three years before you have 
the whole district. 
MOFFAT: Oh, I see. 
If the question is considered important, I would think 


that it would be possible to go out and make an estimate 
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A (Cont.) of the population. 

Q Well, I think it is quite important that we should know, 
when we go to do any per capita comparisons or anything 
of that sort, we would have to have some approximation on 
population, but it doesn*t need to be exact, but, for 
example, if we go to compare the amounts being spent in 
this municipal district with another municipal district, 
we have to know if it is about the same number of people 
you are talking about, or more, or less, but if the im- 
pression I get now is cofrrect, namely that it starts off 
at about 7 thousand, goes down Slightly when the Terrace 
Heights area is taken out, and since then there has been 
a small increase, but not too large, well, I think we 
can depend on that as a working basis. 

A Well, I think you might run some risk in making that 
assumption. 

Q Well, now, if we could carry on with the discussion from 
before noong I had been asking you about the direction of 
the development around this area, and the direction in which 
you thought it would go if we didn’t have to deal with 
artificial political boundaries which were put on the map 
but which in most cases people were not quite sure 
where they were when they drove through the area, if we can 
go over on to the north side of the river for a few minutes: 
do you see much likelihood of developments to the west of 
the present City, what do you foresee for that area west 
of the City? 

A Well, is that, do you mean, sir, within the Town of Jasper 
Place, or west of Jasper Place? 

Q Well, I think we should deal with both. First within the 


Town of Jasper Place and then to the west of it. Take 
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(Cont.) first within the Town of Jasper Place, taking 
industrials do you in the light of what you know about 
the factors involved in industrial location, do you see 
much possibility of significant industrial development 
in Jasper Place? 
Yes, I think I would be prepared to say this, that I 
would anticipate smaller percentage increases in the pop- 
ulation in Jasper Place over the next few years. 
Well, I asked you industrial though. 
Pardon me then, I was going to say, as far as the industry 
is concerned I think that there will be Significant 
industrial development in Jasper Place. 
Of what type? 
Primarily warehousing and service industry. 
And why do you think that will likely go into Jasper Place? 
Well, because I think Jasper Place has become alive to 
the possibilities that exist for attracting that type of 
industry there. 
Could we go back just a bit now, this is not in terms of 
political boundaries, but in terms of physical aspects of 
the thing, locational factors and so on, assuming it was 
one area over the whole thing. 
Yes, I think that, I think that under those circumstances 
you probably get more industrial development than is con- 
templated at present, because | don?t see, to take for 
example the location of that Safeway warehouse up in that 
area, there is just as good if not better land in Jasper 
Place for that warehouse, and if there was no political 
boundary, I think it is not unreasonable to Suppose that 


the warehouse could be in Jasper Place. There is no 
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A (Cont...) distinction, there is no sharp distinction 
in the character of the land once you cross 149 Street, 
although, it must be rememberedthat there is a lot of bad 
dand wp in there for big buildings. 

Q So, what you are saying then, could be for warehousing 
and that sort of industry, that the northern section there 
adjacent to the railway both in Jasper Place and in the City 
boundaries you think are about equally atractive from a 
locational point of view, is that right? 

A I would think so, yes. 

Q- What about the residential now in that area? 

A Well, T am not sure I can say anything more than I have 
already said, Mr. Moffat, and that is I believe that the 
growth will continue, but probably at a slightly slower 
rate than has evidenced in the past four years. 

Q From the point of view of the efficient provision of 
services, do you think that is a favorable area or an 
unfavorable area? 

A Well, I must confess that you are getting into an 
engineering problem again, but my impression is that it 
is not an unfavorable area, 

MR. ROBISON: What does that mean now? What exactly do you 
mean when you say it is not an unfavorable area? 

Compared to what? 

A Well, I was thinking, sir, compared to the development 
the city are now going to undertake in the Laurier Park 
area, compéred to the development up towards the north 
west part of the city, or indeed compared to the develop- 
ment in the southwest part of the city. I must stress 
that this is only an impression, I can’t pretend to give 


expert evidence on the matter of the economy in laying 
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(Cont.) sewer lines, or anything like that, but that 
would be my general imoression. 
HAYES3 Mr. Moffat, what did you mean when you suggested 
unfavorable? 
MOFFAT I was just asking him. 
HAYES: Yes, you did, but the point was, he used the 
expression you did, what did you mean oy unfavorable? 
MOFFAT: Well, I was asking him as to his Opinion. sf 
Say the same thing as he did, as an engineer I am no 
expert on engineering, but just from having travelled 
through the area, and from walking around through a good 
deal of it, and looking at the map. 
BLACKSTOCK Well, where will people £0, and why do they 
go there, and why do they stay away from there, 
MOFFAT: Well, Mr. Blackstock, I tried to ask the two 
questions, firstly that question, and secondly from the 
point of view of municipal services, was it desirable, 
will the people go there, and also is it a good place to 
put them if you were laying out municipal services. 
BLACKSTOCK ¢ t appreciate that, Mr. Moffat. TI was merely 
wondering if a better word could be found then favorable 
or unfavorable. 
MOFFAT: Oh, I see. Well, you mentioned the Laurier 
Park area -- 
BLACKSTOCK: For instance, I would ask Mr. Harries, if 
you were going tomild a 15 or $20,000.00 house would 
you go to Jasper Place to build it, and he would answer 
me no. 

(Laughter) 


MOFFAT: Well, taking the Laurier Park area and the 
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MR. MOFFAT: (Cont.) Crestwood area, do you suppose 


you would be prepared to Say that that area is one which 
has been expensive to develop in which the City has been 
forced to develop because there was no possibility of 
them developing into an area which would have been more 
conveniently serviced, in other words, has the City 
already paid a penalty for not having expanded its 
boundaries by having to g0 into an area which was hard 
to service? 

Well, I would think not, Mr. Moffat. I would think 

that it is no more expensive to develop that area than 
it is to develop the southwest part of the City on the 
south of the river. Once again, I stress that surely 
the City has facts on the development cost that should 
answer the question much better than my uninformed opinion, 
but you asked for my opinion and I gave it. 

ROBISON: Well, just so that I understand, and forgive 
me for interrupting, when an appraiser talks about work, 
about comparative relationshins of 5 este 1d residential 
purposes, he is dealing with the meedd devel orncnee 

The City engineers don?t make the trend of development. 
The trend of development is made by the public, what 
people do, where people go and all an appraiser does, 

or anybody else is follows what people do. Now, Dr. 
Harries, I think you will admit that. 

Yes, I would, sir. 

ROBISON: Yes, and it is the trend of development that 
we are talking about, isnft it? 

Yes, but I think it is beyond question that the trend of 


development is to the south and west. 
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MR. ROBISON: What kind of a trend of development? 

You get several kinds, you get intermediate, and you 
get high class trends? 

A Well, I was thinking sir in what, in terms of the dis- 
cussion the other day with the Edmonton House Builders 
Association President, would be medium and high priced 
re idential areas. 

MR. ROBISON: eat 

MR. BLACKSTOCK se And when you say south and west, you mean 
east of the river? 

A Yes, sir, pretty well, although, I would include in that 
the development in the Laurier Park which is the same 
kind of development as you have south of the river phe 
along Saskatchewan Drive south of 76 Avenue, particularly. 

MR. ROBISON: Where is Laurier Park? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Mr. Moffat, I think if you will go over again, 
or Dr. Harries. 

A it is this ‘section in here, sir. I called it, it may be 
inaccurate, but I think of this bulge here, in that 
general area the Laurier Park area. 

MR. ROBISON: Is that across from Windsor Park? 

A $0 EP es Big 

MR. ROBISON: Right across the river? 

MR. MOFFAT: Pees ait. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Mr. Moffat, do you remember the subduvisions 
that have been recently developed in tht area south of 
Jasper and down to -- 

MR. MOFFAT: South of the two ravines? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes. 

MR. MOFFAT: Into the south, involving crossing the two 


ravines and then going into the bush and digging out a 
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MOFFAT: (Cont.) completely new subdivision, and 


involving putting sewer facilities way back from here 
somewhere, 
ROBISON: How are you going to get across there? I was 
over there the other day looking it over just from an 
interested point of view, and my impression is, to 

develop that country down in there you have got to have 

a bridge sooner or later? 

MOFFAT s The access is to come around on Jasper Avenue 
and come in -- 

ROBISON: Yes, but I think for ultimate development down 
there you are going to have to have a bridge, aren't 

you? 

MOFFAT: Well, it depends: my judgment of it is that 

it depends very much whether this is to be considered 
integrated with the south side or the north side, and 

it is primarily thought of in terms of integrating into 
the downtown business section which means coming up to 
Jasper, and if you want to go around here you have to 

go across the new bridge which isn*t so terribly far as 
surface transport, but it does involve a very awkward sewer 
service problem because of where the ravines location is. 
CHAIRMAN: Where is Crestwood. 

MOFFAT: Approximately, is that about right? 

The school is approximately down in here. 

CHAIRMAN. And what other developments are there around 
there? There are one or two south of Crestwood, are there 
not? 

GARSIDEs: There is Parkview. 

CHAIRMAN: Parkview, and they, the City has already serviced 


those two with sewer and water now. 
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MOFFAT And steps are being taken to service this quarter 
section. 
CHAIRMAN: Oh yes. 
MOFFAT: And from there on it becomes low lying, but 
this particular quarter is just in the process of being 
taken -- 
CHAIRMAN: Has it got a name yet? 
MOFFAT s No, it was just bought over from farm land 
recently. 
BLACKSTOCK ¢ Where is the gravel pit? 
CHAIRMAN: Well the gravel pit is -- 
MOFFAT: It is on the other side of the river here, isn't 
rot 
CHAIRMAN: Yes, I know, right where your finger is? 
HARRIES: There were two gravel pits, I believe, 
CHAIRMAN: Yes, the north side one there, 
HARRIES: Yes, well, it is down in what is going to be the 
ZOO area. 
MOFFAT s Down in here some place? 
Yes, it is down, if I remember correctly; Mr. Garside can 
correct me on this, the intention is to lay a golf course 
in, right in this section, and then there is reserved for 
a zoo this area which includes part of the old gravel pit 
area, that is the north side gravel pit. 
CHAIRMAN: But that quarter which Mr. Moffat yes, that he 
has his finger on now, that is to be developed for residen- 
tial purposes and will be serviced with water and sewer 
this year, is that what you said? 
MOFFAT: I dontt know about this year, but the planning is 
working towards it, I*m not sure whether it is this year's, 


or whether it is still in the process -~ you will recall 
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MOFFAT: (Cont. ) that quarter Mr. MacDonald used 
as his illustration recently of the assessment in relation 
to the price at which the land was selling, and he quoted 
a very low assessment on it and said it had recently been 
bought for development, and he quoted a very much higher 
figure for the price at which it had Changed hands now. 
CHAIRMAN: I understood you to Say that that sewage from 
that area went north to some point and then east, and 
then under the river? 
MOFFAT: That is my understanding of it. 
ROB LSUNG. ud tee trail, 
MOFFAT: Yes. 
That is I think where the sanitary sewer goes. The storm 
sewers, of course empty right into the river. 
CHAIRMAN: Oh, yes. Well, that was for the Commissionts 
information. You see, I don't profess to be too well 
acquainted with some of these areas myself, but I know 
that as far as Mr. Hayes and Mr. Robison are concernad 
when you talk about Laurier Park, for example, they are 
not sure whether you mean Ottawa, or what you mean. 
MOFFAT s Well, for awhile I didn’t know whether I was 
the witness or counsel or just what I was Supposed to be. 
HAYES: Well, we appreciated that. 
CHAIRMAN: Giving general information as well as being 
counsel. 
MOFFAT: Well, now, Mr. Harries, if we could just take 
two more areas and do roughly the same thing with them. 


The area immediately to the north there on the northwest 


corner of the City beyond the yards of the Northern Alberta 


Railway and the C.N.R., what do you see by way of trend 
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MOFFAT: (Cont. ) of development into that area? 
That is the area which is outside the proposed enlarged 
area? 
Oh, I don't think that the trend of development is in 
that direction. 
In other words, you would agree with the boundry out 
there approximately? 
Well, it is in the right general area, I think, yes, 
certainly that is the existing boundary. 
I think for the information of the Commission we might 
pin point the location of the brick yard up in there. 
Could you do that or would you sooner have me come over 
and mark it so they will know where it is? 
I would sooner that you did it. 
There is a brick yard located, a brick plant located on 
this up here. It is approximately a mile and a half out 
beyond the existing boundaries, beyond a very low lying 
area which is quite wet and swampy in other words. 
HAYES: While you are there, Mr. Moffat, will you pin 
point where that cement plant is going to be, 
MOFFAT: Just approximately there. I am not sure whether 
it is there, or there. As I understand it their land 
is that piece right there which raises a very good question 
of what procedure is to be followed for adjusting those 
boundaries when a case like this arises this quickly after 
the boundaries were first laid out. 
ROBISON: Well, there is nothing firm about them yet. 
MOFFAT: No. 

Now, carrying on around the outside of the map up to 
the north side, the first section of land which is shown 


on the map as an addition on the north side is the Griesbach 
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ol be che 
(Cont.) barracks. I don’t know whether you have any 
particular comment one way or the other, whether it 
would be advisable to bring that within the integrated 
administrative unit or leave it out? 
Well, now, Mr. Moffat, I want to be perfectly clear on 
your question. Are you asking me, going around the City 
and asking me what I think should be taken into the City 
and what should be left out? 
Well, I am asking you partly that, and partly whether you 
think the City is developing in that direction. I am 
asking you both questions as we go. If you have no 
comments on that one I wouldn’t press you, because I am 
certainly free to admit that I have doubts one way or 
the other on that particular section. 
Well, I would just as soon not if you don't press me for 
an answer, 1 am not ‘sure at all. 
Well, going on to the next area further east of that where 
there is not too much development yet, but some develop- 
ment. What is your opinion as to the trend of development 
up in there? You see the City growing in that direction, 
and if so why, and if not why not? 
Well, I think there will be some gradual development up 
in what I like to think about as the Fort trail area, up 
in Belmont and around in there. There is quite a concentra- 
tion of suburban development in the Belmont area now, and 
I don't think it will be, the expansion will be explosive 
or anything like that in that area, but I don't think that 
there is any reason to suppose it won?t continue to be- 
come more urbanized. 


Do you think that the development within the City boundary 
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(Cont. ) has come closer to the north boundary along 
there than it has further west? 
Yes, my recollection is that that is the ery You see, 
I think to an extent the City have not really made any 
very firm plans about that whole area up north of the 
packing houses there. There is one, I think VLA. 
settlement in there north of the Fort Trail, and then 
you have had some market gardeners there. They have had 
a lot of difficulty in that area with a rendering works 
and so on, and there are chicken farms, and that type of 
thing, but I believe, as I say, I don't believe they have 
had any very firm plan for that area because there hasn?t 
been, as I have suggested a great deal of pressure for 
development there, but as the plans are laid out and the 
development in that area is encouraged, I think it will 
grow up. That is within the City boundaries. 
Whet style of development would you foresee in that area? 
Would that be good class, medium or would that possibly be 
an area that would need some of the $3, 000 and less houses 
that we have heard about, would you think it might be 
more of that kind of development up in that area? 
Yes, I think it might be more the type of development that 
we have in Calder and the development that is going on in 
that area now. I believe that that's what one would 
anticipate. 
Well, now, let me ask you a general question now taking, 
we have been around the whole outside area, and I think 
you agreed earlier this morning that the population that 
this whole was likely to continue to grow, the population 
to grow at a rate faster than other Canadian cities of 


about this size, did we agree on that, I think we did?

Q And we have a population in the area now of about 220 
thousand, or maybe getting close to 230 thousand by the time 
this year’s census have been taken, but suppose that in 
the next five years or six years there were another 50 
thousand people? 

A Mes. 

Q Coming into the area looking for residences. Which areas 
would you expect to find them in? 

A Well, I have suggested that where I think the trend of 
development is, so presumably you would find them in those 
areas, except the problem that we had mentioned this 
morning that, that is the density, and I noted from the 
article that Mr. Dant wrote that 50 thousand people could 
go in the present built up area of the City, so that in 
one sense one might anticipate 50 thousand people being 
accommodated in the present area.

Maybe we should be clear on this one point, you are 
talking about people coming in, I am talking about a 
population increase of 50 thousand. 


Q Yess 
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I have already indicated that it is my opinion that 
a greater and greater proportion of the increase will 
result from a natural increase, and this natural in- 
crease is the part of the increase which one can anticipate 
will result in an increase in density, and not in a de- 
mand for new residences, so to the extent that that is 
a factor, then it may be reasonable to conclude, as Mr. 
Dant has concluded that the density will increase. 
Did you hear the evidence of Mr. McConnell yesterday to 
the effect that the families moving out into his new sub- 
uro were primarily these very types of families that were 
downtown, or closer in with one or two children, and when 
their families increased they wanted to move out. Is 
not that the veryfource from which you get your most rapid 
expansion outward? 
I didn't hear Mr. McConnell say they moved out from down- 
town. JI heard him say that they moved from smaller houses 
to bigger houses. 
All right, from the older smaller houses, now, isn't that 
the very sort of families that are aos out into the sub- 
urbs? 
Well, to the extmtthat Mr. McConnell'’s experience is 
duplicated the answer is yes. I don't know. 
Well, now, secondly, do you, I ask you the same kind of 
a question Mr. Blackstock asked you, if you had to look 
for residential accommodation for yourself, would not your 
preference be to go out around the outside rather than 
to double up, shall we say on the existing accommodation 
in the older built up areas?

(Cont. ) don't think that my reaction is typical of 
the reaction of a citizen coming into Edmonton, Mr. 
Moffat. 
Do you know the experience of Winnipeg in that regard, 
whether the increase in population has been in the 
older central area or out around the outside? 
No, I don't for sure Mr. Moffat. 
Do you know the experience in Toronto? Would it sur- 
prise you if I told you that the report on the Toronto 
investigation showed that the population in the city 
proper actually declined since the war, the whole thing 
and a little more than the total being in the outer ring 
on the outside? 
No, that would not surprise me. 
Do you suppose that is releted somewhat to the fact 
that we have come into an automobile age instead of 
depending on streetcars, bus transport and that the 
family that has got an automobile doesn't mind going out 
a couple of miles and would prefer to go out rather than 
to build up the density in the downtown area? 
I think that is reasonable. 
And would you agree that what Mr. Dant'ts figure is is 
a statement of what is possible, but would you agree 
that there is not much chance that it would be ever 
brought into effect in the community attitude that there 
is in this area? 
Well, I don't wish to go on record as calling Mr. Dant, 
who is a town planner that I have a great deal of admiration 
for, calling him wrong. I am quite prepared to accept 


what he says, that Edmonton has an absurdly low density 
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A Cont.) and this must be increased. I am afraid that 
that’s where the matter stays as far as I am mncerned. 

Q Well, I was asking you the last question, what you think 
the attitude of the community is as to whether they would 
likely prefer to live, to build up the density downtown, 
or whether they would prefer to spread out further? 

A Well, I think experience over the past few years has 
certainly indicated that the people wish to own their own 
homes if possible in Edmonton. 

Q Which means going out around the outside? 

A Well, it means moving away from *lst and Jasper, yes. 

Q Well, now, suppose we agree that, shall we say half of 
these people, half of this population increase is going 
to come around the outside, so that there would be 25 
or 30, or 35 thousand people in on the south side outside 
the present boundaries of the city. 

A Well, now, excuse me Mr. Moffat, I just want to be clear 
on your assumptions. You are assuming that all the in- 
crease, that is the immigrant increase of 25 to 35 thousand 
people are going to locate outside the boundaries of the 
present City. 

Q No, I am saying that roughly half of it, supposing that 
there is 60 thousand or more increase in the City, and 
that about half of them go out on that south side, because 
we dontt see much development in the other directions. 

A Well, I mean, I am willing to take any assumption you want, 
but I am not clear on what your assumption is. If there is 
60 thousand increase, half of them will be natural increase 
and the other half will be immigrants, and the immigrants 


will seek to go to the area outside the present boundaries 
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A  {Cont.) of the City? 

Q No, but there will be that many people, either by the 
immigrants going out there or by existing people in the 
central area deciding because they have got a few more 
children they would sooner get out, so therefore they 
move out to around the edge. The assumption I want to 
make is that there is Neate 30 pomeana/ tere people in 
this area on the steer Ane city. 

A Well, I will be glad to make an assumption with you, yes. 

Q Would you agree that it would be far better to have that 
grown up as part of an existing city administration rather 
than set itself up as a rival city? 

A On the southwest corner, yes, I agree. 

Q Or the southeast? 

A Yes. 

Q You would agree that it would be better to have it all 
in One? 

A As faras the residents, these 35 thousand people we are 
talking about, yes. 

Q As far as all the people of the whole area would you 
think’ it would be better? 

A Do you mean the balance of the people in the city, would 
it be better for them? 

Q If it was all built up as one including that area, or 
would it be better for the city to stay by itself? 

A Well, as far as the people that are then in the city, 
it would be better if they didn't, if they didn’t join 
with the city. 

Q Why? 

not 
A Because it would/increase their cost. 
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Q What would increase it? 

A Well, I think it is quite clear from the record that 
the larger a city grows the higher the per capita cost. 
This must imply that for the older residents of the 
city there is a cost in expansion, and therefore, if I 
was an older resident of a city, looking at it from a 
purely selfish standpoint, I would say to myself, we 
dontt want any more new people, because I know that 
next year it is going to cost me more money because of 
these new people coming in. 

Q That's what I was hoping you would Say, because I want 
to get a good discretion on that point. 

A That's what I believe Mr. Moffat. 

Q What is it that causes the increase on cost as the CLEY 
grows? 

A Well, the increase in cost is apparent in most of your 
services. 

Q Well, from what mainly? 

A Well, I wouldn't say from studying the Edmonton figures 
that youcould put it down to any one particular thing. 

It seems to be an increase of a very general nature right 
throughout the city administration. 

Q Would you agree that if another twenty thousand people 
have come into the city with their cars and their children 
and their sewage, that the downtown area of the city 
has to be provided with extra bridges, and extra heavy 

streets and extra streetlights and extra police and all 
the extra facilities of a, which a big city needs which 
a medium sized city doesn't need, is that, do you suppose 


the main cause of the increase? 
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A No, I think that is, that may be considered a part of 
the increase. The fact that you get requirements for 
more services in the core of the city, more civic 
services. 

Q Well, it doesn't matter whether the extra people are 
inside the boundaries or outside the boundaries. If 
they are out around the outside and still coming down to 
use the downtown, doesntt the downtown have UO" pay Lor 
it anyway? 

A It would have to pay for some of it, it would have to 
pay for some of that increase, VER. 

Q Well, what are the other items that cause an increase? 
Well, your general administrative setup becomes more 
complicated, the organization of civic services them- 
selves takes more effort, 

Q The assessment department, the treasury department, is’ 
that the kind of thing you are thinking of? 

A Yes, right the way through the piece, 

Q Do you think it is more expensive to expand an existing 
treasury department to take care of another 30 thousand 
people than it would be to start a new treasury depart- 
ment for 30 thousand people? 

A No, that is not what I said. I said from the standpoint 
of people that are in the city, they don't care whether 
it is more expensive, or less expensive, they simply note 
there is an increase in their cost. It is conceivable, 
for example to set up a separate city for 30 thousand 
people, might result in a per capita cost to those people 
of $100.00 a year, and the existing city might have a 
per capita cost of $50.00. Now, by bringing those people 


in the per capita cost might just be, say $75.00, so 
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A (Cont. ) from the standpoint of the new people that 
represents a net saving of $25.00, but from the stand- 
point of the people who are already there it represents 
& Cogt of 325.00. 

Q. But from the point of view of the whole group all together, 
do you think it is more expensive to have one administration 
or to have two taking over the whole area? 

A I think in the Edmonton area it can be shown that it is 
more expensive to have one. 

Q How could that be? 

A Well, by simply comparing your costs in Jasper Place and 
Beverly with those in Edmonton, and the probable increases 
in the cost in Edmonton as a result of bringing those areas 
in. 

Q What makes those more expensive? 

A Because of the administrative burden that you get with a 
derger City. 

Q Well, now, are you suggesting -- let*s take a practical 
example, are you saying it will cost more for the extra 
staff in the city assessor's office to assess Jasper Place 
than it does for Jasper Place to keep a separate assess-~ 
ment staff? 

A Yes, I think that is a reasonable example. 

Q And do you think it is more expensive to add a few cruiser 
cars on to the Edmonton Police Department to police Jasper 
Place than it would be to keep a separate police department 
for Jasper Place? 

A I wontt accept your statement that you add a few cruiser 
cars to the police force in the City of Edmonton, Itm 
going to put it this way, that if the City of Edmonton 


Police Force is expanded to look after the needs of Jasper 
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cri beset aa 
rOonts) Place at a cost to the City of Edmonton, 
now, that action, it would be higher than it would be if 
Jasper Place was maintained as a separate entity with 
its own police force. 
You are making that as a general statement, not related 
to putting in extra service, but simply providing the 
existing standard of service? 
Just on the basis of figures as they appear in the record, 
yes. 
ROBISON: Well of course, that doesn?t mean anything un- 
less you are talking about similar services, either one 
way or the other, does it? You would have to have similar 
police services for the same group of people or the re- 
sultant figure wouldn't mean very much, would they? 
No. 
ROBISON Speaking comparatively, speaking comparatively, 
you would have to have a similarity in the service. There 
is no use saying that if Edmonton put on two or three 
cruiser cars, and you have got one man in Jasper Place for 
the sake of argument, there is no uses it is only since 
from where I sit, you have got to have similarity or 
comparavility in police services, you have got to strike 
some ground of comparison, surely? 
Theo ea rient. 
ROBISON: Yes. 
MOFFAT: Well, are you taking the general position then 
that you think that this area would be better served, 
more efficiently and cheaper if it developed as two or 
possibly three rival cities rather than one over all 


administration? 
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A Iam not talking, I won't aecept your word rival cities. 
I am taking the position that in the long run it will 
be cheaper for the people of Edmonton and the people of 
Jasper Place to maintain Jasper Place as a separate 
town, and it will also be cheaper to do the same thing 
with regard to Beverly. 

Q All right, now, let*s switch off the cost element of the 
thing. What about the provision of adequate services? 

Do you think that the services can be provided, such 
things as arterial roads and school, and police and fire, 
taking those four, as efficiently and effectively by 

three separate organizations or four separate organizations 
as they could be by one, aside from cost, but as to the 
quality to the services that can be provided , md co- 
ordination that can be provided? 

A With the present income levels in Jasper Place and Beverly 
there is no question but that they cannot provide them- 
selves with the same standard of service on schools and 
police and fire that exist in the City of Edmonton. 

In fact, I would probably like to limit, that to just say 
echools. Police and fire, I don't know. I think that 
there is some’ doubt there. 

Q Now, you notice I left out sewers. Sewers strikes me 
as being the number one case where integration and tying 
into one sanitation plant system, it is pretty clear. I 
don*t suppose you would argue that one should be at least 
all in one system, laid out as one set of plans, or are 
you taking the position that that would be just as well 
handled and just as effectively if it was on two or three 


separate systems? 
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A I don’t know about that one Mr. Moffat. 

Q Are you suggesting then that it is possible that one 
part of the city would be well advised to start in and 
build a separate sewage disposal plant? 

A Well, I would like to get some information on that from 
the engineer for the ay Stentor before answering it, 
because I am not sure. I haven't seen -- the reason 
I am not sure on that is because I haven't seen any figures 
in the public accounts that isolates sewers. 

Q Well, now, Mr. Chairman, that was what I intended to dom 
this general question on the trend of development, and 
I was going to switch over from now on to detailed 
examination on the financial estimates. This might be a 
good place to break. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes. 

MR. ROBISON: There is one question I would like to ask the 
witness just here, It hasn*t arisen, Dr. Harries, so 
far as I know in the fringe areas here, but it has arisen 
in a real way in Calgary. You have got a similar problem 
there, of course, as you know the fringe area? 

A aes, gir. 

MR. ROBISON Superimposed on that, and by reason of it you 
have a health problem in Bowness and Montgomery. Now, 
those people, as I see it out there, largely residential 
can't do anything about this sewer, and it is becoming 
a matter of pressing necessity that something ought to 
be done. Now, do you know, as a matter of fact whether 
there is any health problem in Jasper Place or Beverly 
Similar to Bowness or Montgomery in the Calgary area by 


reason of lack of sewer and water?

A I think, sir, and this once again, I have some hesitancy 
in voicing this opinion, but my understanding is that 
there is a problem in Jasper Place, but that, their 
program of sewer and water development which is proceeding 
now into its third year, I believe is over coming that, 
but I understood several years ago that there was a de- 
finite health problem, and that with the greatest respect, 
I would give you my source of information on it if you wish. 
It isn't my opinion, it is opinion I got from a medical 
officer. 

MR. ROBISON: From a medical officer? 

A Yes. 

MR. ROBISON: Of this city? 

A Tes. 

MR. ROBISON: Would it be the medical officer of this city? 

A No. 

MR. ROBISON: Well, that answers the question I wanted to ask 
you on. that point, 

THE CHAIRMANs:Then until five minutes past three. 


(At this point the Commission 
is adjourned until 3:05 p.m.) 
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DR. HU HARRIES,recalled on his former oath, examined 
by Mr. Moffat, testified as follows: 

Q Now, Mr. Harries, cy ene that I wanted to deal 
with is the Strathcona Financial statement and cover 
a little bit about what has been happening, but 
more importantly what will happen if things are 
left as they stand and what will happen if the City 
proposal goes into effect, and whether that will leave 
Strathcona in a position to carry on without a mill 
rate that is out of line with some of its neighbors. 
Exhibit 79 was filed by me quite sometime ago, and 
I brought some extra copies with me in case some 
people couldn't find their copies. 

MR. ROBISON: Did you say 79? 

Q MR. MOFFAT: Yese Now, this is an exhibit which 
I prepared after some discussion with Mr. Hawkins, 
although I am not passing any responsibility to him, 
it is my own responsibility. The first column is 
the 1953 actual data taken from the reports of the 
City, or of Strathcona, filed as Exhibit 35: and the 
next column, the second column was taken from the 
195 budget of Strathcona: and the first thing I 
wanted to do was compare that second column with 
Exhibit 177E, which was the financial statement for 
fo a Now, I dgentt know, have you had an opportunity 
of comparing -- 

A No, I haven't. 

Q -- the difference between the budget and the final 
result? 


A No. 
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Q If you have not, I made notes on my copy here and 
I could suggest to you what the differences are and 
then we can carry on the discussion from there. 

The Public Works expenditures, actual, 
turned out to be $376,000.00 and a few over rather 
than $324,000.00. 

The health turned out as $57,618.00 rather 
than $55,200.00. 

And the total turned out at $1,147,000.00 
rather than $1,110,000.00, 

Now, there are some other changes but they 
are only a matter of a thousand dollars or two, and 
which will not affect the general points which we 
eee tO discuss. 

Now, getting down into the revenue, the 
road grant estimated at $50,000.00 is recorded in 
177 as $54,000.00 and a few dollars over. 

The Munictpal Assistance Act estimate 
of $112,000.00 is reported to have been $128,000.00. 

And the total revenue after taking off the 
effect of the Reassessment Decision on Canadian 
Chemicals and C.I.L. would be approximately $932,000.00 
from real property tax. 

Now, those are, as I could check them, basically 
the changes between what the budget showed and what 
actually happened. Now, I dontt know whether you 
would wish to check those or whether you will take 
those as granted so that we can carry on the discussion 
as to what is likely to happen in the future? 

A Well, subject to a check on arithmetical errors I 


certainly accept them, Mr. Moffat. 
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Yes. Now, the problem I would like to get into 
is the final column, 1955 projections. Have you 
prepared anything in the way of a projection for 
the iy. 
No, haventt, Mr. Moffat. 
Do you know if anyone has prepared anything? 
Other than yourself, no, I am not aware of any 
projections, 
Has anything been prepared on the basis of what the, 
a pro forma Baaese as to if Strathcona continues as 
it now stands? 
Not that I am aware of, no. 
So that we have no material available at all on 
behalf of the Municipal District then as to what 
the likely situation will be, (a) if the present 
boundaries continue, or (b) if the change is made, 
is’that correct? 
Thaveisscorrect. 
Well, suppose we were to start working through items 
and get a few ideas to what would be involved. First, 
as to public works: last year the total spending 
was $376,000.00: can you tell me if that was considered 
a normal program or a program that is likely to be 
repeated or was that an unusually large program? 
Lacoutdntt tell yougoMr. Moffat. 
I wonder if you could inform us, or who is in a 
position to be able to give us that kind of information? 
Well, I would think the Reevewould be in a position to 
give you that information, I haventt inquired into it 
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Do you know whether that is an expenditure very much 
greater than the surrounding rural municipalities 

are making for the same number of miles of road? 

I would assume that it would be considerably higher. 
Would you be, would it surprise you if I suggested 
that it was double? 

NO. 

Would you agree that one measure of the adequacy of 
the program might be to compare it with what is being 
done in surrounding municipalities, rural municipalities? 
No, not in that particular item. 

Well, what kind of a test would you use in that 
particular item, I mean on that particular item, 

what kind of a test would you use on that particular 
item, what kind of a test would you use? 

I would think I would use a test of the adequacy of 
the facilities to handle the -- we are talking about 
public works -- let's call it "traffic", the adequacy 
of the facilities to handle traffic. 

Well, would that be related to the mileages of road 
in the area or what would it be related to? 

It would be related to the mileages of the road plus 
the use factor. 

Do you think the use factor in the Strathcona area 

is heavier, say, than in Sturgeon? 

Oh, yes, far heavier. 

Very much heavier? 

Yes, far heavier. 

On the municipal roads or on the public highways? 


On the municipal roads. 
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On the municipal roads?

On how many miles of roads is it much heavier?

Oh, well, I couldn't say offhand but I have the 

impression that it would be much heavier on a lot 

of the roads, on a considerable mileage of roads. 

Q Of that $376,000.00 how much was spent in the 
industrial area last year? 

A Lt am sorry, I: couldn't tell you. 

Do you suppose you could inform yourself on that? 

A Well, with the greatest respect, these are questions 
which the Reeve I am sure is in a much better 
position to answer than I ams I have made no 
inquiry as to that kind of thing but I would be glad 
to inform myself if you wish. 

MR. DAVIES: Mr. Moffat -- 

MR. MOFFAT: Yes? 

MR. DAVIES: You could find out according to Divisions, 
of course, from this Financial Statement of Strathcona 
that is filed, that will be the breakdown, won't it? 

MR. ADAMSON: ‘No divisions now, sir. 

MR. MOFFATs A deliberate attempt, and rightly so, to 
avoid that kind of comparison as a general thing because 
it has lead to too much trouble in the past. 

A I don*t want to be misunderstood, I would be very 

glad to help you in any way I can but I just have 

not informed myself whatsoever about where the 
expenditure was made: the observations I did give 
you are from personal experience and not from 


examining the expenditures. I am not surprised 
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(Cont.) that it is much higher than in other 
municipalities, and I think there are good reasons 
POGeiG. sow, that is all I can say, sir. 
MR. MOFFAT: Well, are we going to be provided, 
as a basis for estimating expenses, are we going to 
be provided with any statement at all on what the 
Municipalities spent in this area? You see, we 
have this new Table that was filed as 178 which 
proposes or purports to show what the cost might be 
of servicing this added area. Now, are we going to 
have any information as to what is being spent in 
the area now so that we can add it on to Jasper Place 
and Beverly and compare one with the other? 
Well, from the experience that I have had in getting 
figures for the Exhibit that was filed this morning 
dealing with the Bailey Subdivision No. 1, my 
understanding of the way in which the accounts are 
kept is that you cannot allocate or find out what the 
expenditure was in particular portions. Now, 
I would be very glad to inquire into that again, 
but that is my understanding. 
But you made some allocations to find the Bailey 
Subdivision, didn't you? 
Yes, but I noted that those were strictly per 
capita allocations. 
Well, do you think those were reasonable? 
Reasonable, they were completely accurate as far as 
per capita allocations were concerned, the only 
two places where I thought per capita allocations 


were not satisfactory was in education and in public 
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he, 
(Cont.) works. 
What did you use on public works? 
I used 50%. 
Of what? 
Of the per capita. 
50% of the per capita? 
Yes. 
Do you suppose that that would be about what happens 
in the industrial area, do you think it gets about 
50% of the per capita over the whole area? 
I can answer that question after some study but I 
couldn't, I wouldn't want to answer it at the moment 
because I don't know. 
Well, going on down to the bottom of the expenditure 
items, education, have you made any estimate of how 
much your education costs in Strathcona are going to 
be in the new Clover Bar set-up? 
Noe Table 3 in our submission contains the 
estimates based upon 1953 actual, 1954 budget, 1954 
with the industrial area or, pardon me, with Beverly 
brought into the Clover Bar School Division} column 
No. 4 is on the basis of the City of Edmonton proposal}; 
column No. 5 is on the basis of the City of Edmonton 
proposal plus the Fort Saskatchewan proposal. Those 
are the only budgets that I have worked with. 
How many students are there going to be in the new 
Clover Bar Division? 
I am sorry, I can't tell you. 
Are you familiar with the evidence that Doctor 
Jonason gave in which he said he thought it would 


be about 2,000? 
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Sy eNG se Liam not familiar with it. 

Q Do you have any reason to think that that would 
not be correct? 

A Certainly not, if that is Dr. Jonason'ts evidence, 
he is the fellow that should know. 

Q Well, Mr. Harries, I say this, at the last day of 
the last hearing the one point which I made most 
particularly was that we wanted information on this 
Subject, and I think we are entitled to have at least 
some indication of what is happening. 

A Now, pardon me a moment -- 

Q If there are 2,000 students how much is it going to 
cost to run the Clover Bar School Division? 

A Mr. Moffat, I would be very glad on the instructions 
of the Commission to prepare any budgets that are 
requested. Now, when you say that you understood 
that you asked for certain information, my understanding 
was that there had been no decision reached as to 
whether that information was to be prepared and, 
with the greatest respect, I don't, because you make 
a Suggestion that there should be certain information, 
I dontt think that is any indication that I should 
rush off and prepare it. If you want the information 
and there is a request for it we will certainly be 
glad to provide it, we would like to do everything 
we can. 

Q What is the per capita cost to students in the Clover 
Bar area, what would you think would be a reasonable 
figure to estimate as a cost figure? 


A Well, in Table 15 in the Brief indicates that in 1953 
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A (Cont.) the school expenditure per pupil enrolled 
in the Clover Bar School Division was $239.00 per 
pupil. 

Gis “Yess Now, out of that $239.00 how much of it was 
provided out of grants from the Province, or, put 
it the other way, how much was provided by the 
Municipal District? 

A For 1953, well, the 1953 educational requisition was 
$490,597.00, from your Exhibit No. 79. 

Q Yes, but I am asking you how much was provided per 
Student so that we have something to compare with the 
2,000 students? 

A Well now, I dontt have immediately available the 
number of students, at least I don't think it is 
here, Mr. Moffat. 

MR. ROBISON: Mr. Moffat, if you know there are 2,000 
students, you will have in the 1954 M.D. of Strathcona 
statement the total amount of the Clover Bar School 
requisition. 

Q MR. MOFFAT: Well, we have got in Exhibit 89 that 
they provided $230.00 per student out of requisitions: 
now, what I want to get out of, down from that, is 
how much of that went on capital program and how much 
is the current operation and how much is it really 
going to cost for providing school services to these 
2,000 students? 

A Well, I am afraid that I dontt have the breakdown 
of the school costs for the Clover Bar except as 
they may appear in our Brief in the tables that are 


given there, and except as they may appear in evidence 
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A (Cont.) presented by the Clover Bar School Division. 
I am very much afraid that I cannot be of much 
help to you and I would like to be. 

MR. ROBISON; Mr. Moffat, do you feel that the development 
of some of this information which apparently the 
witness has not available at the present moment is 
essential to your presentation? 

MR. MOFFAT; Well, I think it is essential that we have 
the two things; one, what mill rate would provide a 


good, reasonable standard <-- 


ROBISON: That's right. 


MOFFAT: -- in that area if the boundaries are left 


S 


the way they ares and, secondly, what mill rate would 
provide a good, reasonable standard if the boundaries 
are changed. I think it is essential to have those 
two things. 

MR. ROBISON: Well, if we continue a rather heterogeneous 
discussion where the witness does not know and is 
going to inform himself from some other witness or 
some other witness is going to answer we will be 
here until doom's day getting some of this information. 
Now, I am thinking that if what you want is essential 
to your presentation, if you put it in a memorandum 
form and give it to Dr. Harries, he can prepare it. 

I think it would be, if you think it is essential, 
the Commission would agree you should have it. 

Q MR. MOFFAT: Well, we will put it this way then, 
that Exhibit 79E shows an estimate that the 1955 
Strathcona area, excluding the industrial area, could 


carry on on a mill rate of 39. Now --

Do you agree or disagree with that? 

I disagree, Mr. Moffat, and this has been placed in 
evidence but there has been no cross-examination on 
it, and I would like to assure you that when you get 
on the stand with this exhibit it was the intention 
of Mr. Brownlee and myself to have some questions 

to ask on it. But, let me say this, that if there 
is information that you want and, following Commissioner 
Robisonts suggestion, we would be very glad to get 
Cen Ol, 

Well, one of the things I wart to get is what you think 
is wrong with 79? Now, we will put it in that 
form, can you give us any criticism of the individual 
figures, for example the education figure, the 
$316,000.00 which is shown as an estimate, do you 
think that is a reasonable estimate or do you, or is 
it too high or too low? 

I think that the basis upon which Exhibit 79E has 
been constructed is not correct, and when the 

exhibit has been placed in evidence and an adequate 
explanation has been given of how you constructed 

it I think that we will have some questions about it, 
but my offhand reaction to Exhibit 79 is that it 
overlooks some rather important differences. 

What differences, for example? 

Well, public works. 

Yes? 
The public works is one difference that it overlooks 
completely, that the road usage in the M.D. of 


Strathcona is more, the traffic volume is heavier 
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(Cont.) than it is in surrounding municipal districts 
and, therefore, to allege that the standard, that 
the same standard of municipal road service can be 
given in the M.D. of Strathcona with the expenditure 
of approximately the same amount per farm or per 
assessed acre as in surrounding municipal districts 
is to not present a picture which I consider to be 
accurate. 
All right, that is one, that is one of the things: 
now, what other criticism do you have of it? 
BROWNLEE: I wonder, Mr. Chairman, as Dr. Harries 
has said, whether we should now be asked what we 
might want to bring out on our cross-examinations; 
in other words, I may not have followed this discussion 
too clearly but it seems to me that Mr. Moffat is 
now saying "Will you tell us now in advance of 
direct examination whether you approve or diaapprove 
of an exhibit which we have filed but have not 
explained?" It just seems rather difficult to do. 
BLACKS TOCK I think possibly your point is well 
taken, Mr. Brownlee, but could you tell me this, 
if Mr. Moffat was in the witness box at this moment 
would you be prepared to cross-examine him on this 
statement? 
BROWNLEE?: Not without preparing my cross- 
examination, sir, ‘rio, 
BLACKS TOCK 3 You have had the exhibit for how long? 
BROWNLEE 3: Well, a considerable length of time, 
sir. 
BLACKS TOCKs: Two or three months. I mean, your 


point is possibly well taken, Mr. Brownlee, but there 
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BLACKSTOCK: (Cont.) is that feature, that Mr. Moffat 
says he wants information. Well, anyintelligent 
cross-examination on this would be based on factual 
information which you have, but apparently your 
clients have not prepared that factual information 
to prepare you to examine today if you had to, is 
that right? 
BROWNLEE: Well, I simply say, sir, that I have not 
prepared the cross-examination on that exhibit, no. 
DAVIES: Mr. Brownlee, supposing that 79E had not 
been filed as an exhibit at all, and now Mr. Harries 
is in the stand to be cross-examineds wouldn't it 
be quite in order for Mr. Moffat to have in his 
hand a sheet of figures as a matter of reference, and 
it might be this sheet, and ask Mr. Harries whether 
or not figures so and so would be about correct, and 
if not, whys: would you agree with me on that? 
BROWNLEE: Yes, I think that might be in order. 
DAVIES : Mr. Moffat -- 
MOFFAT: tees 
DAVIES: Have you been furnished yet with a copy of 
the 1954 Financial Statement of Clover Bar School

MOFFAT s No. 
DAVIES 3 Well, you see, that statement, you will 
excuse me interrupting, according to the 1954 statement 
of the M.D. of Strathcona that ae filed just recently, 
the total requisition was $500,613.00.

DAVIES 3 And you would need a Clover Bar School

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(Cont.) "At the meeting of the Clover Bar School 
Division Board I was given to understand that 
the requisition for M.D. Strathcona would be

DAVIES 3 All right. then I have one further question 

I would like to ask Mr. Brownlee. In connection 

with the very heavy road costs that the M.D. of 

Strathcona has run into in the Strathcona industrial 

area by reason of the type of traffic, of which some 

reference was made here sometime ago, is the M.D. 

in a position to give information as to how many 

miles of this road there be in the industrial area 

and what their established cost per mile is, more 

or less, to get that public. works figure in the area? 

BROWNLEE: Yes, I am quite satisfied that we can get 

that. 

DAVIES; And that will satisfy you. 

MOFFAT s That was one of the questions that I was 

asking. 

BROWNLEE: Actually, sir, pardon me, I think probably 

that the Reeve on cross-examination could deal with 

that without any particular difficulty at all, but 

I think I may be assuming something, but I think 

that it was the intention between us that the 

Reeve rather than Dr. Harries would deal with that 

matter. It may be that it would have facilitated 

things if I had suggested that the Reeve answer the 
question and Dr. Harries adopt the answer as his, 

but in any event I am quite sure that there is no 


difficulty in that regard. 
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if I may be permitted to say something, sir, in 
connection with these 1955 budgets, as Mr. Moffat 
suggested, that was discussed towards the end of 
the last Edmonton sittings and I indicated at that 
time that unless we were asked to I was not personally 
going to prepare budgets, so that the difficulty that 
has arisen this afternoon is because I had not 


prepared, I did not prepare 1955 budgets. -Now, I 


am quite prepared to prepare them if necessary if 


the information is wanted but I am very hesitant to 
pull figures out of the air on a budget which I am 
not, which I haventt had a chance to study, that is 
really the case. 

ROBISON: Well, the serious thing as I see it, the 
important thing is that your brief so far shows, 

and that is the statement that we were talking about 
yesterday, a possible mill rate of 43 and that sort 
Gieuhatie 

oneabts right. 

ROBISON: Now, apparently the City has got a statement 
which shows an entirely different picture, and I 
think what Mr. Moffat is after is some, as much 
factual information to go on as possible. 

With the greatest respect, sir, he was not talking 
about -- I am prepared to discuss fully the exhibits 
that we have put in but he was talking about an exhibit 
that he had prepared pointing out the position that 
Strathcona would be in and I hadn*t done an exhibit 

of that nature and so that I was not in a position 


to delve into every’ figure in his. 
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CHAIRMAN; Well, I think this discussion this afternoon 
has gone far enough. I would like to ask this | 
question of Mr. Moffat. 
MOFFAT: Yes? 
CHAIRMAN: You heard the figure quoted by Dr. Harries 
twice as to the probable requisition of the Clover 
Bar School Division for 1955. 
MOFFAT: Yes. 
CHAIRMAN: I presume that that is on the revised 
area. Now, do you intend to include in your 
memorandum a breakdown of that figure? 
MOFFAT: Definitely yes, sir, it will be because 
we have to know, we want to know how much capital 
is plugged into that account. 
CHAIRMAN: Yes, I find it hard-to see the requisition 
going up at such a rate and the area going down at 
such a rate and how these are reconciled, but that 
will be something that you will ask for. Very 
well. 
MOFFAT; You see, in the absence of this you are 
forced to do it on the basis of some assumptions 
that it will be so much per student or something of 
that sort. 
CHAIRMAN; Well, with such basic figures we certainly 
don't want assumptions. 
ROBISON: That is correct, thatfs right.
